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Mayor Downey To Run For 
Reelection As Independent 


Hoffman Estates Mayor Frederick 


Downey Saturday announced he will run 
for reelection as an independent, accus- 
ing local Republicans of trying to control 
presidential appointments and village 
employment policy. 


Downey listed restrictions he said the 


Republican Organization of Schaumburg 
Township (ROOST) placed on candidates 
for slating in the April village election, 
saying they were approved at a July

ROOST executive board meeting. 


Party officials denied they were trying 


to usurp control of village government, 
and said the points were recommenda- 
tions, not requirements, and were not 
taken to a vote. 


The restrictions Downey named were 


that presidential appointments to adviso- 
ry boards and commissions, such as the 
plan commission and zoning board of ap- 
peals "must be submitted to ROOST for 


GOP: Downey Seeking Bribes 


Schaumburg Township Republican offi- 


cials Saturday charged Hoffman Estates 
Mayor Frederick Downey with "attempt- 
Ing to secure bribes" in soliciting cam- 
paign fund contributions of $2,000 or 
more each from individuals, merchants 
and developers dealing with village gov- 
ernment 


Commlttccman Don Tottcn produced 


copies of a letter Downey wrote to on 
undisclosed businessman asking for a 
$2,000 donation for his campaign. 


Downey admitted sending the letter, 


but denied It was a bribe attempt, saying 
the Republicans have solicited the same 
persons In their campaign fund drives. 
Some persons already have declined to 
contribute the funds requested, and this 
has been "okay with me," said Downey. 


In the letter, Downey said, "As some- 


one who has benefited from my adminis- 
tration in the past and should continue to 
do so In the future by my continuing as 
president of the Village of Hoffman Es- 
tates, a campaign contribution in the 


amount of $2,000 would be most help- 
ful." 


TOTTEN SAID HE knew of "five or 


six" other letter recipients, some of 
whom were asked for more than $2,000 
and some of whom were asked for less. 


"The reaction of some of the people 


who received the letter was to the effect 
he was attempting to secure bribes," 
said Tottcn, noting the dollar amount of 
donations requested. 


Terming the letter "very threatening," 


Tottcn said It carried the "implication if 
a businessman docs not cooperate he will 
suffer at the hands of the mayor." This 
threat "prompted us to look around. With 
the kind of unethical approach ho Is 
making we don't want him as our mayor- 
al candidate," Totten said. 


Totten said a rift between Downey, the 


village board and the party resulted be- 
cause Downey's "primary motivation 
seems to be for money," citing a recent 
dispute over salaries for the mayor and

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Plumber Pulls Men From 
School Job In Pact Spat 


The plumbing contractor at Hoffman 


Estates High School will bo pulling his 
men off the Job today at the Insistence of 
the Dlst 211 board of education. 


The action comes aa result of the gen- 


eral contractor at the school site con- 
tending R. C. Caruso Plumbing Co. of 
Hillside failed to perform according to 
contract 


Bob Caruso, owner of the plumbing 


firms/ in turn, charges the general con- 
tractor, Tonyon Construction Co., Is at 
fault 


Before today, Caruso refused to re- 


move his crews, resulting In the board 
action at Thursday's meeting. 


HANK TONYAN told the board he 


fired Caruso several weeks ago. Because 
of bad weather and a carpenter's strike, 
construction at the school was running 
behind schedule, he explained. To make 
up for lost time, additional men were 
added to the construction effort, but Ca- 
ruso maintained only a minimal crew, 
delaying completing of the plumbing job, 
Tonyan added. He was backed by archi- 
tect Wayne Frltch of the firm Untccd It 
Associates. 


Caruso said Tonyan Is at fault for 


plumbing and sewer delays. Plans for 
sewer installations and a retention pond, 
prepared by on unregistered engineer 
Tonyan hired, were rejected a year ago 
by the Metropolitan Sanitary District, 
Caruso contended. 


Caruso said his engineer worked con- 


tinuously trying to get approval, which 
finally came in August. 


Constant flooding in the school's first 


level led to hazardous work condition for 
his men and repeated destruction of 
work his crews had already done, he 
added. 


"Tonyan offered me only a small 


amount of money for the delay," said 
Caruso, adding he felt entitled to more. 
Tonyan consequently hired another 
plumbing contractor to do the work. 


Caruso said he will go to court with his 


case and that he will pull his men off the 
job on the advice of his attorney. 


Despite the dispute, Fritch sold the 


building Is expected to be closed in with- 
in two to three weeks. With the increased 
work force Tonyan believes he can meet 
the completion date set for next July.

village officials, except Clerk Virginia 
Netter, of being "more concerned about 
catering to ROOST than fulfilling their 
obligations to the citizens of Hoffman Es- 
tates. To seek reelection with any of 
them would be hypocritical," said Down- 
ey. 


He issued a plea for all residents of the 


village, Republicans, Democrats and in- 
dependents, to assist in his reelection 
Campaign. 


Downey said he has "never inquired of 


the political affiliation of any candidate 
for an appointed position" setting the 
person's education, knowledge and expe- 
rience as the sole criteria of appoint* 
ments. 


"All employments within the village 


are based upon merit," said Downey, 
predicting "to deviate from this system 
would doom this form of government and 
result In a lowering of the quality of ser- 
vices." He added he has "never at- 
tempted or secured employment for one 
person" and would not do so if reelected. 


T O W N S H I P REPUBLICAN Com- 


mltteeman Don Totten responded Satur- 
day by saying the party wished only to 
be informed of vacancies on boards and 
commissions and to, be permitted to rec- 
ommend candidates for the openings. 


Totten said, he asked "the appointing 


officer to contact me for a list of per- 
sons." The president then would be ex- 
pected to "try, if he'can; to use that list. 
It was in no way binding, but advisory," 
said Totten. The party then would at- 
tempt to convince that person to become 
active hi Republican efforts, thereby in- 
creasing the number of talented persons 
in the party, said Totten. After partici- 
pating in a campaign, these persons are 
Interested in working in the village, he 
said. 


These persons are "as qualified or 


more qualified than some people he 
(Downey) has appointed," said Totten. 


IF THE MAYOR did not find a quali- 


fied person on the list, or if the party 
could not submit a list, said Totten, then 
the mayor could "go ahead and fill it 
(the vacancy) hi the regular way." 


"If the party can't supply qualified 


persons, we don't want any part of it. It 
would destroy the credibility of village 
operations and of the party," said Tot- 
ten.

Plug Pulled 
On Com Ed 
Poiver Lines 


Commonwealth Edison Co. has yielded 


to requests from residents of the North- 
view and Rosedale areas of Hoffman Es- 
tates and has abandoned a plan to install 
high tension power lines above ground on 
the south side of the Northwest Tollway. 


Jack Stephens, northwest area district 


superintendent, Friday told village offi- 
cials the firm will Install the above 
ground lines on the north side of the toll- 
way instead. 


The decision was based on feedback af- 


ter a meeting with property owners who 
objected to having the wires so close to 
their property, said Stephens. 


Stephens told Mayor Frederick Down- 


ey and Plan Commission Chairman Rich- 
ard Regan of the decision Friday. 


"Our design plan for these new trans- 


mission facilities in the area is to con- 
struct overhead facilities on the north 
side of the tollroad," said Stephens. 
"Just exactly where, and where it will 
cross, and how great a distance along 
the tollroad, we don't know," said Ste- 
phens, explaining the firm will have to 
research those questions. 


FACTORS OF property ownership and 


availability of land will determine the 
answers to those questions , said Ste 
phens. Once the design plan is com- 
pleted; the plan will be submitted to the 
Illinois Commerce Commission for ap- 
proval Stephens said this would be in 
mid or late 1973. Completion is antici- 
pated in about the middle of 1975, he 
said. 


Stephens noted the firm "had every in- 


tention, and we feel that we did this, to 
expose everything. It was not a situation 
where we were trying to slide or slip 
these transmission lines into the rear of 
these properties." 


"Basically, we did ask the adjacent 


property owners to attend the meeting in 
which we described the proposal we had 
hi mind. The idea of the meeting was to 
obtain attitudes. Based upon the feed- 
back and the availability of a com- 
promise we decided to alter this route," 
said Stephens. 


The residents attended last week's vil- 


lage board meeting, asking the services 
of the village attorney, and made a for- 
mal board objection to the proposal to 
install the cables south of the tollway. 


The residents objected for health and 


safety reasons, as well as on esthetic 
grounds, to the plan to put the cables on 
poles ranging from 75 to 90 feet tall in an 
82-ofot easement owned by Northern Illi- 
nois Gas.

The Harper College Board of Trustees 


formally approved a long-range plan late 
Thursday that calls for purchase of a 
100-acre second campus sometime next 
year. 


Following adoption of the plan, which 


has been under consideration for several 
months, College Pres. Robert Labtl said 
he could not be more specific about when 
the site would be purchased or when a 
referendum would be held to raise funds 
for it. 


"In 1973 we're going to have to face 


the issue squarely," Lahti said. "The site 
purchase is probably the most critical 
part of the plan because the rapid dis- 
appearance of 100-acre sites in this 
area." 


Lahti said the board is looking at spe- 


cific sites and has estimated the cost at 
between $15,000 and $30,000 an acre, 
meaning a cost of $1.5 million to $3 mil- 
lion. 


LAHTI SAID THE State of Illinois will 


reimburse the college for 75 per cent of 
the cost of the site, but the money will 
not come until building starts. As a re- 
sult, he said, the board will have to hold 
a referendum to provide for the full 
amount of the purchase price.

You'd think the politicians would give

Equally irresponsible was the sugges- 


tion by one trustee that action against 
the Com Ed plan definitely would be 
forthcoming tonight. 


The village board docs not yet know if 


It has any power In the matter. Making 
promises and inflamatory statements 
without that knowledge is meaningless, 
and the trustees know it. But the com- 
ments were sure to earn them some 
votes before the crowd. And the trustees 
obviously were counting noses as the 
equivalent of a ballot check. It it turns 
out they have no power to act, their 
promised opposition could come back 
and slap them In their collective faces. 


The trustees also came off badly when 


they agreed to ship the investigative 
chores to their plan commission, rather 
than to their attorney and village man- 
ager, tho proper persons to find facts 
and report them.

trustees. 


TOTTEN ALSO SAID the Republicans 


solicit funds from the same sources 
Downey wrote to, but the party does not 
suggest any threat. 


Downey said he did not remember how 


many such letters he sent, although "I 
probably sent out quite a few." He said 
he had been told by the party it "would 
take $6,000 to $9,000 to finance a cam- 
paign," although he never saw a state- 
ment of what has been spent in past 
campaigns. 


Totten indicated the party spent $1,964 


to elect an entire slate in 1969, and $1,729 
to elect its 1971 slate. 


Downey noted he has never been in- 


volved in campaign financing before, and 
said, "I have no idea" how much it 
should cost. He also said he did not feel 
he threatened anyone. He selected letter 
recipients on the basis of their interest in 
the village and good government, and 
agreement with his philosophical view- 
point, he said. 


Brandenburg said letters will be sent 


to principals of all area school asking to 
arrange a meeting with student groups to 
discuss the problems and methods of 
stopping vandalism. By approaching the 
problem through the schools, it is hoped 
the youngsters will take part in solving 
the problem, be added.

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China Has No 
Then, It Needs Very Few

SHANGHAI — There are no crowded 


court docket* In China. Even If there 
were you wouldn't find out because this 
wouldn't be "useful news," as one Chi- 
nee news correspondent tried to explain. 


The nnly police we've seen ore traffic 


cops, men and women. What's most In- 
triguing Is that there are no lawyers. 


This fascinated me so that part of ev- 


ery one of the 23 days here was spent In 
some way aslring somebody about law- 
yers No matter how It's been asked or 
where, the answers are uniform: No law- 
>ers. 


In totalitarian countries, of course, 


things often get done without announce- 
ment. Somebody on top passes the word 
and things happen. It's pure guess, but I 
think the lawyers Merc sidetracked Into 
other occupations years ago. There used 
to be law schools In China, but every- 
body here acts puzzled when you ask the 
question about them. 


They talk about the courts, but my im- 


pression Is equally distinct that what 
they mean arc decisions Issued by the 
central Communist Party headquarters, 
made on the basis of recommendations 
from the different units in the society — 
"lane." "street," factory, farm team, 
brigade or commune. 


TAKE IT THIS way: Shanghai hasTl 


million residents. The big crime month Is 
August. Hsu Chlng-hslcn, the able, dy- 
namic. 39-year-old vice-chairman of 
Shanghai's "revolutionary committee" 
(meaning he's the mayor) said, "Alto- 
gether In August we had 63 cases of 
graft, speculation and theft." 


Murder? One case two years ago, said 


Hsu. A rape-murder. A man broke into 
the flat of a girl fellow-worker and 
throttled her. Hsu said the case was re- 
ferred to the factory committee, weighed 
there, and the recommendation was car- 
ried out by "the court." It was execution 
by shooting. 


Mn>or Hsu said the man had been sub- 


verted by "imperialist porno books." 
You can put thnt down cither as Commu- 
nist propaganda, or as part truth be- 
cause as a vast port of call for ships 
from the world over, Shanghai is a 
touchy security spot. 


There's a strong streak of evangelist to 


Mno Tsotung. There isn't any question 
that he's been trying to convince the Chi- 
nese they have the power to change the 
social environment through their person- 
al behavior. It's hard to sec how person- 
al behavior is going to change Shanghai's 
pollution problem. It ranks with the 
world's worst. 


At any rate, Mao succeeded to such a 


degree with the army (the People's Lib- 
eration Army) that the PLA obviously is 
accorded the most citizen-esteem of any 
military service on the globe. 


MAO HAS IlEEN preaching the same 


t>pc of thing to all Chinese and this is 
the foundation of the basic honesty in 
public services, of the dedication to keep- 
ing things clean, of their talk about 
"serving the state," and their puritanism 
about sex. 


As the historians have pointed out, just 


in the 70 years prior lo World War I tho 
Chinese had lived through five wars and 
fUc major rebellions. 


Tho warlords' armies were hired ban- 


dits who lived through pillage and rape. 
Chiang Kai-shek's armies were led by ar- 
rogant, strutting generals out of tho 
Whampoa military academy, more inter- 
ested In their status and concubines than 
in public service. 


Mno put together an army that he 


taught both politics and behavior. In 
IEM7, the year before Chiang was driven 
off the mainland, Mao issued three main

YOU SEE SOLDIERS everywhere, 


khaki uniforms, red tabs on their collars. 
It's hard to tell officers from enlisted 
men because the uniforms look alike. 
Ono small difference seems to be that 
the officers' jackets havo four pockets in- 
stead of two. They know the difference 
and that's what counts. 


In a way, it's all one army; in another, 


there arc two armies. One is on active 
duty, the other off duty. But no PLA ever 
doffs his uniform, whether he's working 
in factory or on the farm. Once he's in 
the PLA that's his everyday attire. Best 
comparison is to say that it's like a fel- 
low joining our National Guard and then 
wearing his uniform from then on, no 
matter what he docs or where he goes. 


The PLA operates as a working arm 


for the people in countless ways. At the 
auto plant here wo saw two-ton trucks 
lined up outside with PLA men at the 
steering wheels. Tho factory told us later 
that it had no way to deliver them to the 
government agency and the PLA had 
stepped in to do the job. 


In this context of public service, it is 


little wonder that Mao was able, after 
the Cultural Revolution, to slide PLA 
men into every function in the society, 
many of them taking over as chairmen 
of the various operations. As reported 
earlier, this now seems to be in a phas- 
ing-out process. 


It helps explain why people like Mrs. 


Wang Shu-tscn, a textile factory worker, 
asked what she hopes for her teen-age 
son, should answer briskly, eyes shining: 
"I would hope for him to be a PLA." 


THREE YEARS AGO I was part of a 


similar journey to the Soviet Union. We 
traveled a wide arc, from Moscow and 
Leningrad, into the Ukraine and Georgia 


Virtually scaled off to the rest of the 


world for the past 23 yean, the People's 
Republic of China slowly has begun to 


Norm an E.

and out to Siberia. We heard the Soviets 
grousing about the Chinese; here, all we 
hear are Chinese damning the Russians 
up one side, down the other as "social 
imperialists." 


China is touchy about Soviet power. 


Whether it's real fear of war, or simply a 
means of keeping the populace on patri- 
otic toes, bomb shelters are being built 
everywhere. There Is no attempt at being 
coy about it 


The Russians have a "love-hate" rela- 


tionship with the U.S., like us, envy us, 
wont to be like us, but at the same time 
fear us and suspect our motives. The 
Chinese don't seem to care. They are 
more self-contained, have their own 
pride, want to be token for what they 
are, and exhibit no trace of envy or fear. 


The Chinese strike me as a gentler 


people than those in the Soviet Union, 
softer-spoken, much less argumentative 
under questioning. 


In Moscow, I recall a shouting match 


at the Novesti office (the over-all Soviet 
news service) over some line of ques- 
tioning. In Peking we asked much more 
embarrassing questions, were given po- 
lite answers without any attempt at polit- 
ical polemics. 


OVER-ALL, THOUGH, the newspaper 


systems are very similar. The big paper 
in China is People's Daily. It is read 
closely because that's how the party line 
is transmitted. The news agency is 
Hsinhua, which serves all of China's pro- 
vincial press by modern telegraphic 
means; it also serves Associated Press 
and United Press International in the 
United States. 


In Sian, talking with the editor, we 


asked if his paper published anything 
about our visit to his city. No, he said; 
we were foreign visitors and as such not 
a local story. He gestured at the Hsinhua 
correspondent for the area, said that if 
he sent a story to Peking and it came 
back over the wire, then he would con- 
sider printing it. He was neither embar- 
rassed nor apologetic. This is the way 
things are. 


Hsinhua is a government department 


and the agency's correspondents regard 
themselves as serving the regime. News 
of crime, or accidents, for instance, are 
not "news." A major flood or other natu- 
ral disaster will be reported because this 
Is something the government will want to 
know. 


Mainly, the correspondents center on 


"useful" information, such as news 
about new factories, what is going on in 
industrial production, and how commu- 
nes are doing in reaching assigned goals. 


THERE IS A regulation that foreigners 


may not read the provincial papers. 


What the reason for the rule is some- 


thing I never fathomed. 


From Peking every day there also is 


issued a 6-million edition of a tablois- 
sized newspaper called "Information Di- 
gest." Reportedly it contains news from 
all over* the world, including excerpts of 
editorial comment from the U.S. and oth- 
er Western countries. 


Foreign diplomats in Peking know 


about the publication, but have never 
laid hands on a copy. Wherever we have 
gone, editors ard public officials say 
matter of factly that they receive copies. 
Clearly, it is delivered (by the post of- 
fice, as all the other publications are) to 
leading Party members. 


Imagine a country where 6 million 


copies of a publication can be issued 
daily for years and which foreigners are 
not supposed to see and not a single copy 
ever goes astray! That's discipline. 


2 man in history, is now 74. 


What is now a great plus could turn out 


to be an immense minus — the army. An 
overly ambitious character in control of 
the PLA could move to grab everything. 
This is the role in which Mao and Chou 
now cast Marshal Lin Piao, who died 
with other top army figures in the mys- 
terious Manchurian plane crash last 
year. They say Lin was fleeing to the 
Soviet Union after his plot to do away 
with Mao began to leak out. This episode 
isn't likely to be put together for years to 
come. Let's say it's true. If so, it simply 
underlines the point about the army's im- 
portance to China's internal political sta- 
bility. 


This aside, there isn't much question 


but that there are some extraordinarily 
able younger politicians in the wings, all 
apparently firm Maoists. Two of them 
are here in Shanghai — Yao Wen-yuan, 
43, who is No. 4 in the Politburo, and 
Mayor Hsu, who is on the Central Com- 
mittee. We didn't get to see Mr. Hao, but 
I can testify that Mayor Hsu is a fireball. 


There are reported to be others around 


the country, all staunch Maoists likely to 
pursue the same general course when 
their time comes to run things. I empha- 
size that this is impressionistic reporting 
and needs to be read as one man's specu- 
lation. 


CURIOUSLY. IN ALL these three-plus 


weeks nobody ever has raised the issue 
of Vietnam with us. The only time it has 
been discussed is when one of us has re- 
ferred to it. They tend to shrug it off, as 
if it didn't matter — and as if they've 
been privy all along to what's been going 
on in the negotiations. 


As far as our discussions have gone, 


the one and only major issue has been 
Taiwan. The message is explicit: Once 
the U.S. withdraws official recognition of 
Taiwan as a government and recognizes 
it as a part of China, formal relation- 
ships could come the next morning. 


Gently, the word Has been dropped 


here and there to the effect that some 
quiet' conversations have been held by 
the Chinese with the younger Chiang, 
who is now running Taiwan. It's typical 
Chinese diplomacy. You can never quote 
anybody, but the thought is put across. 


One final observation: I've said a num- 


ber of times that the Chinese are but 
little interested in what goes on in Amer- 
ica. But they did express a choice in the 
election; at least those who knew about 
it. President Nixon. They were careful 
how they put it, but we got the point.

Nixon is easier for them to pronounce. 
They've seen him. The leaders think they 
understand him and are confident they 
can work things out.

JOHN KING Falrbank, one of the 


great authorities on China, has written 
that Maoism is "on inversion of Marx- 
ism." It may be, but the Chinese don 
care. As far as they are concerned, if 
Mao says it's Marxism that's what it is 
and there's no point debating it. 


Whatever it is, it seems clear Mao has 


been driving to bring the peasantry and 
the educated professionals to closer un- 
derstanding, if not leveling out. He zigs 
and zags, but this seems central to his 
thinking. 


Every country has to have a bureau- 


cracy of some kind and this one retains 
vestiges of the elitism Mao has so long 
despised. I say this without criticism be- 
tcause it's no secret that the United 
States has created one of the biggest and 
often "most arrogant ot administrative 
and bureaucratic machines. It only 
seems odd in this country because of the 
emphasis on egalitarianism. 


Across the street here at the Peace Ho- 


tel in Shanghai (the famed, old, British- 
built, reach-infested Cathay), we can see 
people at a rooftop shop making do with 
the oldest kind of equipment. 


Work benches look as if they were 


brought in from a scrap pile and nailed 
or tied together. If it will work, people 
here will keep it and get use out of it. It 
tends to give a surface impression ot 
grinding poverty. 


IT'S HARD TO square with restau- 


rants like the Mansion House a mile 
away, or the Peking Duck and Horn of 
Plenty in Peking, where top men in gov- 
ernment entertain foreign visitors in 
plush splendor, and crowds gather out- 
side by the thousands to watch silently 
the grand comings and goings. 


It makes youwonder if Mao Tse-tung's 


evangelistic preachings will survive his 
departure. After all, he's 79. Chou En-lai, 
whom some people call the greatest No.

Chou En-lai phrased it nicely when he 


said that the President's visit had been 
"helpful and constructive" and had 
paved the way for more collaboration.

Inevitably, Gov.-clect Dan Walker al- 


ready Is being mentioned as potential 
presidential timber following his bucking 
of the Nixon tide and capture of the Illi- 
nois governor's mansion (or the Demo- 
cratic Party. 


Walker is among four Illiooisans who 


could figure In the presidential and vice 
presidential sweepstakes of 1976. 


Practically certain to have some de- 


gree of support for the Republican nomi- 
nation for the White House is Sen. 
Charlet H. Percy, despite his dis- 
claimers. 


Democratic Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson HI 


is a not unlikely contender for the vice 
presidential nomination — and perhaps 
even a longshot for presidential consid- 
eration. 


The fourth name from the ranks of 111!- 


nolsans Is former 13th District congress- 
man Donald Rumsfeld, who may be ele- 
vated from his position of director of 
President Nixon's Cost of Living Council 
to a more visible cabinet post — such as 
secretary of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment — In the coming shakcup of the 
administration. 


W A L K E R ' S VICTORY, achieved 


against the current of the Nixon land- 
slide, cannot be overlooked by Democrat- 
ic kingmakers. 


Nor can the fact that he did it by him- 


self, bypassing formal support not only 
of Mayor Richard J. Daley, but of Demo- 
cratic county chairmen throughout the 
state. 


His prominence as a presidential con- 


tender of course will hinge greatly upon 
his performance as governor and the de- 
gree to which he is projected onto the 
national scene in the next three years — 
but he has the basic ingredient already, 
the power to get votes. 


While Stevenson is not widely viewed as 


an active candidate for the presidency, 
he Is often mentioned as a likely choice 
for the No. 2 spot on a ticket with Sen. 
Edward Kennedy. More than one dis- 
appointed Democrat has been heard to 
observe during the McGovern debacle 
that the party could have walked away 
with the 1972 election on a Kennedy-Ste- 
venson ticket. 


WHATEVER MIGHT happen to Walk- 


er or Stevenson in regard to the Presi- 
dency obviously is dependent on the fate 
of Kennedy. If the Democratic nomi- 
nating convention were held today, it 
would probably result in a unanimous 
nomination of the Massachusetts sena- 
tor. But whatever he does, Kennedy can- 
not escape the fact that he became the 
front-runner in the Democratic race the 
moment the polls closed last Tuesday.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 31-year old 


man, single and live at home with my 
parent*. I work five days a week for a 
construction company and have a busi- 
ness of my own on the side. For over a 
year now I have had insomnia. I am 
unable to get a good night's sleep without 
taking a sleeping pill or aspirin or some- 
thing to produce sleep. I don't know of 
anything that has been worrying me. I'm 
the type that can shake things off easily, 
but It seems that I am always turned on 
at bedtime, tired but just not sleepy. 


I have lost so much sleep that it is 


beginning to show hi my eyes. I look 
tired and I really am tired. Is there any- 
thing you can suggest for a good natural 
sleep without taking a pill? Could there 
be something physically or mentally 
wrong that I don't know about, such as 
nerves, smoking or other causes? 


I have gone to doctors and they give 


mo a check-up and tell me not to worry 
about It and give some medication to re- 
lax. One doctor told me about half of the 
world suffers from insomnia, but I know 
there must bo a reason for my sleepless 
nights. 


DEAR READER — There are many 


people who suffer from Insomnia. I have 
received many letters from readers talk- 
Ing about what they have done to help 
thcmsehes go to sleep. Perhaps the larg- 
est number of the methods recommended 
Involved some form of relaxation. Many 
readers who are religiously inclined have 
written that they get a great deal of 
benefit out of reading the Bible and 
thinking of spiritual things before they go 
to sleep. Other people are able to go to 
sleep by reading until they ore relaxed 


and go to sleep. Some have a snack be- 
fore bed, which has its problems as far 
as caloric Intake is concerned. 


I suppose each person has to find his 


own best sleeping habits and they are 
just that — habits. A person who gets in 
the habit of having difficulty going to 
sleep will continue to have trouble. 


My guess is that someone who is regu- 


larly employed and has a business on the 
side is probably an active individual who 
has enough things to think about that he 
just can't dispense with the day's busi- 
ness and relax enough to get a good 
night's sleep. I would suggest a good ex- 
ercise program sometime earlier in the 
evening, well before the anticipated bed- 
time. Then establish a routine for going 
to sleep, such as a relaxing bath or show- 
er. Then go to bed and read something to 
help you relax for a short time, lay the 
book aside put out the lights and let na- 
ture take Its course. Make it a point not 
to have a habit of rehashing the day's 
events or tomorrow's problems before 
you go to sleep. 


Eliminating stimulating drinks will 


help solve this problem for a lot of 
people. This includes elimination of cof- 
fee, tea and cola drinks. 


In your case, I wonder if your social 


life Is getting proper attention. With a 
full-time job and a business on the side, 
that may not leave enough time for 
healthy recreation and developing mean- 
ingful personal relationships in which 
you feel secure.

Helping Aged, Handicapped A Challenge

(Flmlnaieries) 


A young mother whose children have 


»11 started school finds boredom a daily 
enemy that housework just can't con- 
quer; a widow Is raced with long, lonely 
hours to (ill now that her mate is gone. 
In such circumstances, people are often 
urged to become volunteers. 


But volunteer work is no longer the do- 


main of people with a lot of time on their 
hands — or of the well-to-do society 
woman. 


Because It Is so Important to all human 


beings to feel needed and wanted, and 
because volunteer workers ARE needed 
and wanted, men and women from all 
walks of life arc volunteering their spare 
time and talents. 


As more working people seek opportu- 


n 111 c s to be volunteers, volunteer 
agencies such as the Volunteer Bureau of 
Northwest Cook County, bring them to- 
gether with Institutions needing help and 
are also developing volunteer programs 
for senior citizens, teenagers, Inner-city 
residents and the poor. 


TAKE THE CASE of Mrs. Warren G. 


Joadwlnc, for example. Mrs. Joadwine, 
of Palatine, k 73 years old and has been 
blind for 13 years. But for the last eight 
years she has been a volunteer at Plum 
Grove Nursing Home, where she helped 
organize the Volunteer Service Corps. 
•Recently named Volunteer of the Year 
by the American Nursing Home Associ- 
ation. Mrs. Joadwlnc spends some six 
hours a week working with the patients, 
helping with the Bible study and rosary 
groups, and (raining other volunteers. 


She terms her work "doing what I 


have to do with my life." 


Working with the elderly is o job that 


offers a variety of exciting challenges to 
tbc Imaginative volunteer, as illustrated 
by the program at the Lutheran Home 
for the Aged in Arlington Heights. 


A BUSTLE OF activity greeted me the 


morning I visited and volunteers were In- 
volved In most of it. Mrs. Winnie Stew- 
nrt. director of the volunteers, led me on 
n tour of the 217-bcd home, where volun- 
teers work with the elderly residents on 
projects ranging from singing and ex- 
ercising to weaving rugs. Volunteers 
keep the home's library In order, wheel 
fruit and candy cards around to residents 
and help them with occupational therapy 
tanks. 


But the newest and most exciting di- 


mension to the volunteer program at the 
home, according to Mrs. Stewart, is 
making use of special talents or training 
that volunteers may have. The first 
'(breakthrough" has been a class for the 
near-deaf in lip-reading. It is conducted 
by volunteers who either have a back- 
ground In speech pathology or in teach- 
ing, although even that is not entirely 
necessary. 
; Mrs. Norman Lovctt of Arlington

ducting these classes. She has taught 
briefly before, but her preparation for 
this service was a three-month training 
session given by the Chicago Hearing 
Society. 


NOW SHE WORKS with the hard-of- 


hcaring once a week, teaching them to 
communicate by reading lips. 


"It's amazing how well they are able 


to concentrate and pick this up," she 
said, adding that most of her "students" 
arc at least 75 years old. 


Mrs. Lovett has been teaching lip-read- 


ing at the Lutheran Home for about a 
year, but had been a volunteer for three 
years before. 


"I wanted to do something more chal- 


lenging," she said, so Mrs. Stewart ar- 
ranged for her to fill this special capa- 
city. 


Besides teaching the residents a valu- 


able skill, lip-reading class has "gotten 
them out of their rooms, given them a 
chance to meet residents from other 
floors and most important, has encour- 
aged them to speak out rather than re- 
main silent for fear that they heard 
wrong," Mrs. Lovett said. 


JUST AS DEAFNESS need not restrict 


a person's ability to communicate, nei- 
ther must blindness. Volunteers can be 
"the eyes of the blind," putting sheaves 


of printed material Into forms the blind 
can use, such as tapes or Braille. 


The Johanna Bureau for the Blind and 


Visually Handicapped "always needs vol- 
unteers" to help with various trans- 
cribing operations, according to Mrs. Da- 
vid Jackson, director. The agency pro- 
vides both textbooks and general library 
books for institutions all over the country, 
through the work of volunteers who oper- 
ate large type typewriters, 
transcribe 


into Braille, record on tapes, run dupli- 
cating machines, collate and bind. 


Most of the volunteers work at home 


and mail their materials to the Bureau; 
the Bureau employs only six paid staff 


personnel, two full-time and four part- 
time. But it turns out nearly half a mil- 
lion pages of Braille a year, plus tapes 
and large print books. 


BETTY EVANS, who heads the large 


type department, said that many of the 
volunteers hold jobs and do the work for 
the Bureau in the evenings. She said her 
volunteers need to be accurate — not 
speedy — on the typewriter. No other 
qualifications are necessary. Those who 
want to work in Braille are given a 
9-month training session, and volunteers 
for taping submit a voice test for approv- 
al by the Library of Congress. 


"All of us are interested in helping the 


blind," she said, and added that volun- 
teers often get thank-you notes from 
those they have helped, which "makes 
you feel good." 


During the summers, Mrs. Evans said, . 


the Bureau has a number of high school- 
age volunteers. The oldest volunteer is 
"in her nineties and we also have every- 
one in between!" 


One of the "in-betweeners" Is Mrs, 


Herbert Cohen of Rolling Meadows, who 
has been offering her services to the Jo- 
hanna Bureau for 35 years — almost .* 
since the bureau's founding. 


MRS. COHEN transcribed Braille for 


15 years, until her children grew to the 
stage that precludes concentration. But 
there is always plenty of other work to 
be done, and Mrs. Cohen began going 
into the Bureau to collate and bind books 
that have been transcribed into Braille. 
She also served for several years as 
chairman of the large type department. 


This busy mother also works three 


days a week in a North Chicago office, 
rides horseback and ice skates. She has 
always worked part-time only, because 
"I don't want to give up the volunteer 
work." 


Mrs. Cohen's mother, who is 84, also 


volunteers at the Bureau, running dupli- 
cating machines. Due to the dedication of 
many volunteers like Mrs. Cohen and her 
mother, a whole new world is opened up 
for thousands of people unable to see. 


THE WORK OF the bureau is of spe- 


cial importance to blind young people, 
who in years past have very limited op- 
portunities to acquire on education. Since 
the philosophy of educators, with respect 
to the blind, has shifted from the concept 
of special schools to including them in 
regular public schools, the demand for 
Braille materials and tapes has In-' 
creased tremendously, Mrs. Jackson 
said. The bureau's shelves are lined with 
Braille books on quantum mechanics, 
music, Portuguese, sociology — every 
topic imaginable. 


Volunteer service accounts for about • 


one-third of the Bureau's budget, with 
another third made up through rcim-_ 
bursements for supplies and the rest at- 
tained in contributions. 


Another similar organization is Record- 


ing For the Blind, Inc., located In Win- 
netka. Also serving the entire nation, 
with headquarters in New York, Record- 
ing For the Blind uses volunteers to tape 
college textbooks. Over 20,000 books are 
available free to blind students from this 
organization. 


According to Mrs. Irvin Richman of 


the Winnetka office, persons with at least 
two years of college are preferred, but 
volunteers need not have "an especially 
mellifluous voice." Tape auditions are 
sent to New York to be judged for "in- 
telligent reading."

Women On The March 


Army Enrolls Girls In ROTC 


by JOAN HANAUER 


Women are marching toward equality 


on campus this fall to a hup-two-three- 
f our cadence. 


For the first time in its history, the 


Army ROTC has enrolled coeds on 10 of 
the 293 campuses on which its military 
science curriculum is offered. 


More than 200 coeds so far have Joined 


up, and the figures are not yet complete, 
if the girls stay with the program, they 
will be eligible for the scholarships — 
and the Army commissions — until now 
reserved only for male students. The Air 
Force has had ROTC women for several 
years and Army ROTC units had aux- 
iliaries, "cadets" or mascots who par- 
ticipated in part of the program but were 
not eligible for scholarships and commis- 
sions. 


The Army ROTC speaks of its coed 


program as a "limited test for women." 
An ROTC spokesman in New York ex- 
plained that his organization wanted to 
"get the feel of input and output" and 
added: 


"What if we opened up the program to 


women at 290 schools .and wound up with 


40,000 women? What would we do with 
40,000 female officers?" 


THE COLLEGES NOW open to women 


ROTC students are Eastern Kentucky 
University, Penn State University, South 
Carolina State College, Louisiana State 
University, Indiana University, Texas A 
&I University, South Dakota State Uni- 
versity, Arizona State University and the 
University of Hawaii. 


The girls in ROTC are taking basically 


the same program as their male counter- 
parts, although marksmanship and bear- 
ing arms are on a voluntary basis. De- 
tails have not yet been worked out about 
what, the girls will do in more advanced 
ROTC courses, which include forced 
marches, combat training and summer 
training programs. 
Lt CoL Norman R. Anderson, associ- 


ate professor of military science at South 
Dakota State University in Brokings, 
explained one reason for the Army's ex- 
panding its ROTC to include women. He 
said the Defense Department plans to ex- 
pand the woman's role in the Army by 
1976 when the freshman women now en- 
rolled in the program will be commis- 
sioned. 


HE ADDED THE ROTC isn't changing 


its method of operation because women 
are in the program — the women are 
making the adjustment, not the ROTC. 


The exception might be uniforms. 
The girls in the program say they are 


attracted by the scholarships, by the ap- 
peal of a new avenue of study, and by 
the possibility of the Army as a career. 
A number of them are the daughters of 
service personnel 


Nancy Wall, of Wishawaka, Ind., one of 


the 15 freshman coeds in the Indiana 


University program at Bloomington, said 
of her reasons for Joining: 


"For one thing, my father was in the 


service 22 years and I was aware of a lot 
of opportunities in military service most 
girls do not realize. I am not sura how I 
am going to like it, but I think there are 
things you get from the Army and kinds 
of experiences you can't beat" 


MANY OF THE GIRLS, such as Sylvia 


Diaz, 18, a freshman at Texas AM at 
Kingsville, are interested in the ROTC 
scholarship program and believe they 
will stick out the four-year course. Be- 
cause of its four-year nature, the Army 
ROTC is primarily interested in fresh- 
men, although because this is the first 
year it is open to women, it also is ac- 
cepting some sophomores. Juniors and 
seniors may take it for their own inter- 
est. 


"I think Til stick it out," Miss Diaz 


said. "It's pretty interesting. I might 
make it a career. I'm going for a four- 
year scholarship. The scholarship is a 
pretty good deal. You get all your tui- 
tion, fees and books and $100 a month."

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What Chance Pregnancy After 40? 


by FRIEDA Kaye 


A woman in her 40s may sometimes 


think ahe'i pregnant and she's not The 
changing pattern of her monthly cycle 
can cause that confusion. Yet, her chan- 
ces of conceiving at ago 40 are about half 
those of a woman 35 or under according 
to Or. Shepard Aronson of the New York 
University Medical Center. 


"Anatomically and physically speak- 


ing," Dr. Aronson says, "the mature 
woman produces either no more eggs, or 
essent'ally Infertile ones." After 45 
years, he declares, the chances of con- 
ceiving are very low indeed. "The oldest 
woman I know was about 47 when she 
bore a living child," he states. 


According to Dr. George Ryan, who 


teaches obstetrics and gynecology at the 
Harvard Medical School, mature women 
"have fewer unplanned pregnancies, be- 
cause they're much more informed now 
about contraception." Doctors don't sec 
as many "Menopausal babies" as they 
once did, he notes. 


"IP A WOMAN THINKS she might 


have conceived, however," he says, "she 
no longer need spend time in fear and 


trepidation that she might be pregnant" 
Excellent tests are available, he points 
out, to indicate within two weeks of the 
missed period, whether the woman is 
pregnant or not. 


Should the pregnancy test be negative, 


notes Dr. Ryan, he gives his patients a 
complete physical examination to estab- 
lish that her periods are ending because 
of the menopause. "If this Is the case, we 
can reassure her that she's normal," he 
explains. 


Even though the patient may not have 


symptoms "judged to be menopausal," 
Dr. Ryan asserts, "We will follow her 
with tests at six-month Intervals to see if 
she might be getting low on estrogen." 
Should she show such a deficiency, he 
will prescribe estrogen therapy, he says 
"to replace the hormone her ovaries 
have stopped producing." 


Women going through the menopause, 


Dr. Ryan points out, can also become 
concerned about the aging processes 
which might follow It These, he ex- 
plains, include such physiologic changes 
as the drying of the skin and other tis- 
sues, and changes in the bone as well. 


"Now 
we can assure such women," he 


declares, "that we have the replacement 
therapy to help prevent some of these 
changes." 


THE MATURE WOMAN who finds 


herself pregnant would be well advised, 
Dr. Ryan suggests, to discuss the impli- 
cations of this with her physician. She 
should know, for example, he points out, 
that the incidence of abnormal babies in- 
creases about 10-fold for mothers in the 
over-35 age group. 


"It's really a serious problem," he 


notes, "and when you get up in the 40- 
and-over age range, the increase is prob- 
ably even greater." However, it's now 
possible, ho points out, to do genetic 
studies — by sampling the fluid around 
the fetus — which indicate whether or 


not the child will be normal at birth. 


While the women in menopause may 


have these various problems, she's also 
concerned about the prospect for contin- 
uing her sexual activity, Dr. Ryan ob- 
serves. "We try to convince her there 
should be no change," he says. "We 
would like to keep her a functional wom- 
an long as she lives."

More Of A Habit 


Victories of Democrat Dan Walk- 


er in the Illinois governor's race 
and fellow Democrat Michael .). 
Ilowlctt for secretary of state in 
the face of an otherwise Republi- 
can sweep indicate that ticket- 
splitting is becoming more of a 
hnblt of Illinois voters. 


The trend is less noticeable in 


the Northwest suburbs, where Re- 
p u b l i c a n candidates uniformly 
came through with their traditional 
wide margins. 


There is some indication of Re- 


publican defections to the Demo- 
cratic column, however. 


State Sen. Thomas G. Lyons of 


Chicago, the Democratic candidate 
for attorney general, attracted 
some 25.000 votes in the suburban 
townships of Wheeling, Schaum- 
burg, Palatine and Elk Grove. 


Democratic governor-elect Dan 


'Walker doubled that total, gather- 
ing over 52.000 votes, while Hewlett 
had more than 53,000. Scott, prob- 
ably the most glamorous candidate 
on the Republican side, led the 
ticket with more than 112,000 votes 
while Republican Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvic got less than 100,000 in the 
four townships. 


Despite these variances, Re- 


publican candidates still upheld 
their traditional advantage in the 
Northwest suburbs, ranging from 
Scott's margin of more than 4-to-l 


over Lyons to Ogilvie's almost 2-to- 
1 margin in the four townships 
over Walker. 


The fluctuation of some 28,000 


votes between the totals of Lyons 
and Walker, from among a total 
vote of something over 150,000, in- 
dicates a certain selectivity by sub- 
urban voters. 


That selectivity, election watch- 


ers believe, is due to increase with 
future elections 


We believe that such ticket-split- 


ting is the best tool the voters have 
to bring pressure to bear on politi- 
cal parties to choose their candi- 
dates with great care, and to en- 
courage wider 
participation in 


their slatcmaking processes. 


Though the Northwest suburbs 


are likely to remain solidly Re- 
publican for some time to come, 
the GOP can be encouraged to 
seek out the highest quality candi- 
dates by the threat from Replubli- 
can voters of switching to the other 
side of the ballot in selected races. 
The Democrats should know by 
now that their only hope in the sub- 
urbs lies in finding and strongly 
supporting 
such quality candi- 


dates. 


It's up to the voters in future 


elections to demonstrate to both 
parties that they will carefully ex- 
amine the candidates and select 
the best man for the job. 


Used Car Danger 


Buying a used car always was a 


clinncy business. It still is, warns 
Traffic Safety magazine, despite 
federal regulations governing ve- 
hicle safety. 


This is because many new car 


owners who have been receiving 
recall notices about a possible flaw 
in their model have not been hav- 
ing the necessary inspection made 
or the recall-related defect cor- 
rected, writes Jim Kielty, road 
safety supervisor for the National 
Safety Council, in the organiza- 
tion's publication. 


These cars may eventually be 


sold to private parties or traded in 
on new cars. Thus unsuspecting 
used car buyers may be driving 
cars with possibly defective engine 
mounts or faulty rear axles or 
some other potentially dangerous 
flaw. 


More than 30 million cars have 


been issued recall notices for the 
Inspection and correction of pos- 
sible safety defects since passage 
of the National Traffic and Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966. 


Automakers estimate that about 


00 per cent of the owners of new 


A Breathtaking Performance 


cars bring in their vehicles for the 
necessary, serious repairs. But 
with cars four or five years old, the 
figure falls to about 50 per cent. 


Kielty suggests that: 


(1) All used car dealers should 


make sure the necessary recall- 
type maintenance work has been 
performed on all the cars they sell. 
Dealer associations should require 
this. A more drastic method would 
be to make it a legal requirement. 


(2) Insurance coverage might be 


refused to those vehicles that have 
not had possible defects corrected. 
This system could easily include 
those cars sold by one private par- 
ty to another. 


(3) States with mandatory motor 


vehicle inspection laws should re- 
fuse to pass cars that have not had 
recall defects corrected. 


In the meantime, a person con- 


sidering buying a used car from a 
dealer can protect himself by hav- 
ing the dealer check the car's se- 
rial number against the warranty 
processing data banks of the manu- 
facturer. These contain the serial 
numbers of all recall-repaired ve- 
hicles.

schedule. The administration refused. 


I asked several board members to 


make the salary schedule public and was 
told they would as soon as some legal 
questions concerning the past negotia- 
tions with the teachers' 
union were 


cleared up. The legal questions 
have 


been answered and still the salary sched-1 


ulc is a secret. 


To make public a base salary and an 


index number is not giving the public the 
information they need to make an ap- 
praisal of the contract. Too many people 
do not know a teacher in Dist. 54 can 
make in excess of $16,000 for 38 weeks of 
work as a teacher. 


It is obvious the administration wants 


to keep the salary schedule secret, just 
as the administration fought to keep stu- 
dent records secret. The board apparent- 
ly agrees with the administration that 
the public has no right to know. If not, 
why the delay In making these facts pub- 
lic? 


Now is the time to clear up several 


facts of the recent salary negotiations. 
That the last contract negotiations were 
a public relations disaster Is easy to see. 
All one has to do is look at the 3,000 some 
petitions gathered by the teachers' union. 
The public, denied information by the ad- 
ministration policy of secrecy, was anx- 
ious for any information. The teachers' 
union supplied the information. The 
board came out as unreasonable and lost 
the support of the community. 


1 —The salary schedule, days worked, 


time worked, sick days, business days, 
etc., summer school pay, sabatical leave, 
extra pay, etc., should be made public. 


2 —A contract was to be given to the 


superintendent. What happened to it? 
Why was it not written? If it was, what 
is in it? To the public it appears the su- 
perintendent, with the car and money, 
received approximately a $5,400 increase 
this year. 


3 -With the talk of a referendum, this 


may be a good time to make public the 
amount of the administration expense ac- 


counts. 


After all, the public has a right to 


know. They are expected to pay the bills 
and they should expect the board to ac- 
count for the money.

wants to hear a man who seems like a 
minister deliver such rhetoric? Humph- 
rey's pragmatism would go down more 
easily than such morality, it seems. 


—There's always been a twinge of the 


liberal-intellectual elite about McGovern. 
He's seemed to be uncomfortable as a 
"man of the people," the flesh-pounding 
Humphrey who's at ease with his friends 
at the American Legion Hall or at the 
corner bar. 


And to some McGovern proved it during 


the convention, which was loaded with 
well-educated intellectuals and very few 
members of minority ethnic groups. 


People, it seems, are now wary of the 


Arthur Schlcsingers and the other profes- 
sors who flocked into the public spotlight 
ten years ago. Now, It seems a man 
needs an Identity with the guy down tho- 
hall or across the street. 


Eagleton? His departure didn't make 


any difference; McGovern would have 
lost anyway. In the end, McGovern's de- 
feat boiled down to one simple state- 
ment: He made us nervous.

HE NEVER AMOUNTED TO] 
MUCH AS A POLITICIAN 
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Seat Belt Alert System Works: GM

NEW YORK (UP1) - The stock mar- 


ket, in the "peace rallies" of recent 
months, has reflected an about-face in 
Wall Street reaction to U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam. 


Trips of presidential adviser Henry X. 


Kissinger for secret peace talks with 
Communist negotiators in Paris this year 
generally sparked rallies on the New 
York Stock Exchange. They helped lift 
th« Dow Jonea industrial average — a 
widely followed barometer of blue chip 
stock movement — from 8M.72 on Jan. 
23 to 864.12 on Nov. 3. 


Thli 1» in contrast with market reac- 


tion in February, 1966 when President 
Lyndon B. Johnson met with South Viet- 
names* leaden in Honolulu and there 
were words of peace. The Dow then fell 
around 7 polnta over a period of several 
days. Conversely, when on Feb. 8 John- 
son said the United States would continue 
to back the South Vietnamese, the Down

moved up 4.12 to its all-time high of 
995.15. 


In the interval, Vietnam was a vari- 


able market factor, never out of the pic- 
ture entirely, but weighing as an in- 
fluence according to war developments 
of the moment and other news factors. 


IN TERMS OF THE Dow, market re- 


action was delayed when the Tet offen- 
sive began Jan. 29, 1968. The average 
dropped a little more than a point the 
first day, but in the next two sessions fell 
more than eight points. Later uncertain- 
ty resulted In a dragging market, with 
prices dropping a bit of their own weight 
On March 31,1968, Johnson went on na- 
tional television to announce he would 
not seek reelection and at the same time 
he said he would halt bombing of North 
Vietnam. He urged the Communists to 
enter peace talks. The next day, Monday, 
the stock market exploded. Volume on 
the NYSE swelled to a record 17.73 mil- 
lion shares since surpassed and the Dow 
average of 30 of more than 2,000 listed 
stocks shot up 20.63 points. The following 
Thursday, however, Martin Luther King 
Jr. was assassinated, sending the market 
belatedly lower. 


On April 30, 1970, Nixon revealed he 


had sent combat forces into Cambodia 
for the first time. The stock market, in 
terms of the Dow, reacted with a minor 
loss. 


But on May 4, 1970, students at Kent 


State University reacted strongly, result- 
ing in the death of four students. The 
next day the Dow average plunged 19.07 
points tor its worst loss since President 
Kennedy was killed on Nov. 22,1963. 


WHEN NIXON revealed a new Viet- 


nam peace plan on Jan. 25, this year, the 
North Vietnamese blasted it. The market 
moved lower that day, but two days later 
rallied for a gain of more than 10 points 
on the Dow. 


Kissinger's secret trips intrigued the 


stock market 


"If I had bought on news of Kissinger's 


trips I could have made a fortune," said 
Robert Johnson, analyst for Paine, Web- 
ber, Jackson & Curtis. 


On July 6, a UPI report saying the So- 


viet Union and China were pressuring 
Hanoi to reach a settlement on the war 
as soon as possible sent the Dow up 18 
points on an interim-day basis. It closed 
with a gain of around 5 points on the 
day. But Initial reaction to the story 
showed how Wall Street felt about peace 
in the crisis. 


During the last week of October this 


year, Nixon revealed a cease-fire agree- 
ment had been worked out with the 
North Vietnamese. The next week, the 
Dow average advanced 37 points. 


A big question now Is what market re- 


action will be to actual conclusion of the 
war — or Mure to reach that con- 
clusion. 


A recent survey indicates that the seat 


belt warning system now being installed 
on new cars has Increased motorists' use 
of seat belts, reported General Motor 
President Edward N. Cole. 


Speaking to the Alabama Safety Coun- 


cil, Cole said a month-long survey in- 
volving almost 7,000 cars in Michigan 
found that 42.6 per cent of occupants in 
cars with the warning system were wear- 
Ing their lap belts. 


"This is an appreciable increase from 


the 15.2 per cent recorded for cars with- 
out the warning system," he said. 


The system, required by a federal safe- 


ty standard in all cars built since Jan. 
1972, sounds a butter and lights a warn- 
ing signal on the instrument panel if the 
lap belt of either the driver or a front 
seat passenger is not buckled when the 
car is shifted into a driving gear. 
"Next year, with the advent of the start- 


er interlock system that will prevent the 
driver from starting his car if front occu- 
pants haven't buckled up, there is hope 
for even greater usage and more lives 
saved," he said. This interlock system 
will be required by federal standards on 
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all 1974 model cars and will apply to both 
lap and shoulder belts. 


GENERAL MOTORS has endorsed the 


federal government's effort to make use 
of automobile seat belts mandatory be- 
cause it is the "quickest, best, and most 
economical means to Improve the protec- 
tion to the motoring public — right now," 
Cole said. The Department of Trans- 
oprtation has proposed uniform traffic 
laws which, if adopted by the states, 
would require wearing f both lap and 
shoulder belts. 


"The value of seat belts in saving lives 


has been confirmed to a degree by some 


statistics from Australia, where all 
states have laws requiring motorists to 
use then- seat belts," be said, noting that 
two states reported decreases in fatali- 
ties of 22 and 25 per cent for the first six 
months of this year. 


General Motors is continuing to work 


on development of passive restraint sys- 
tems, including the air cushion, but Cole 
said that "even with successful testing 
and development, installation of air cush- 
ions on all new cars as standard equip- 
ment is several years away, and it will 
be more than a decade before all cars on 
the road can be equipped with the sys- 
tem." 


Neiv Food Store In Wheeling

Of all sad words of tongue or pen, a 


couple of the sadder are "manpower 
glut." 


They mean that you've invested a lot 


of time and money in education and 
training for a certain lino of work, and 
suddenly you find nobody needs you, sim- 
ply because there's a manpower glut — 
too many people with your qualifications, 
excellent though yours may be. 


It doesn't have to happen. Before mak- 


ing any career decisions, every student 
(with the help of the family) would do 
well to look at the long-range forecasts 
on employment opportunities and man- 
power supply in the various job cate- 
gories. Forecasting techniques have been 
refined to the point of considerable ac- 
curacy. 


AS AN EXAMPLE, look at the case of 


the thousands of young men and women 
preparing themselves for teaching posi- 
tions 8 or 20 years ago. 


Teachers, at that time, were in such 


demand that one with good credentials 
could almost write his own ticket The 
"baby boom" of earlier years was flood- 
ing classrooms with 'ever-increasing 
numbers of students. Federal grants to 
education were plentiful. Teachers were, 
finally, being well paid. 


But anyone looking at the forecast 


might have anticipated what was about 
to happen. Here were some of the in- 
gredients going into the national pot: 


—The number of college graduates 


more than doubled In the 1960-70 decade. 
Two-thirds of the increase came between 
1965 and 1970. 


—Professional and technical employ- 


ment (meaning college grads) was in- 
creasing at twice the rate of the nation's 
total employment. Teachers accounted 
for more than a fourth of this increase. 


—Professional - technical employment 


kept rising until 1970, when it bit a peak 
and then leveled off. Most of those empty 
job slots had now been filled. 


—At about the same time, the popu- 


lation curve for those of school age hit its 
peak, and leveled off. 


PREDICTING THE outcome of all this 


was almost as easy as adding up a col- 
umn of figures. By 1971 the demand for 
teachers hit a 20-year low. There were 
300,000 available, and only 19,000 new 
jobs to fill. 


• 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics had 


predicted the situation, with some ac- 
curacy, as early as 1964. 


What's ahead for the '70s? The forecast 


says that by 1980 our schools will have 
churned out 9.8 million job seekers with 
university degrees, from bachelor's to 
Ph.D. The economy will need only 9.6 
million of them, according to BLS econo- 
mist Michael F. Crowley. Evidently 
there are going to be some soft spots in 
employment for the grads. 


Want to study the detailed forecasts, to 


see what the outlook is in some particu- 
lar area of employment? Ask a reference 
librarian to help you locate the material. 
Next best, visit any local Department of 
Labor office and ask for assistance. Fi- 
nally, write the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Washington, D.C., for a list of Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics publications, and 
take it from there.

Radiation Monitoring Pact Signed 


The State of Illinois and the Atomic 


Energy Commission (AEC) recently 
signed a contract for a cooperative pro- 
gram of environmental and 
effluent 


monitoring in and around several licens- 
ed nuclear facilities in Illinois. 


The purpose of the contract Is to pro- 


vide independent measurements of radio- 
activity in effluents and the environment 
and to provide reasonable assurance that 
licensees' effluent analyses and environ- 
mental measurements are valid. 


Under the contract, Illinois and the 


AEC will plan and carry out the program 
in and around nuclear plants. The activi- 
ties will include both collecting and 
analyzing samples, and measuring radi- 
ation levels from releases of radioactive 
effluents. 


Programs will be undertaken at the 


sites of Commonwealth Edison Co.'s 
Dresden Nuclear Power Station, Units 1, 
2 and 3; Zion Nuclear Plant, Units 1 and 
2; Quad-Cities Station, Units 1 and 2; and 
General Electric Co.'s Midwest Fuel Re- 
covery Plant.

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In churches throughout the nation this 


month, parishioners will be hearing a va- 
riety of versions of essentially the same 
mcttagc. which might be entitled: "The 
Sermon on the Amount." 


For November Is in many denomina- 


tions the time of the "every member 
canvass," or annual campaign (or 
church members to sign pledges of regu- 
lar financial support — on which local, 
sectional and national church budgets de- 
pend. 


Some of the techniques of this annual 


campaign — especially from diocesan or- 
national levels — are Indeed question- 
able. They have been incisively critiqued 
by a Philadelphia pastor, Rev. Tom Ed- 
wards of St. Paul's Episcopal Church, in 
tho suburb of Chestnut Hill. 


Itcv. Edwards expressed his disgust 


with the attempt of his denomination's 
national headquarters to rationalize the 
Episcopal church's current financial ca- 
tastrophe (which led to the recent termi- 
nating of half of the entire national head- 
quarters staff) as due to Inflation or re- 
ccwlon. 


(Somehow, there was no such effect 


upon such denominations as the Southern 
Baptist Convention. But then the South- 
ern Baptists have not carried on such 
programs as the Episcopal funding of 
violent black and Chlcano militants with 
church money.) 


HKV. EDWARDS also deplored a par- 


ticularly Insidious reaction when parish- 
ioners complain about such funding: 


"Opponents of the war complain that 


they have no choice but to pay for a war 
they detest, and they admit that if they 
could, they would withhold their taxes. 
Yet when people In the church do this, 
they are accused of 'disloyalty,' 'flight,' 
'fascism* and so forth." 


In regard to another sleazy technique 


whereby church members are asked to 
tolerate "only a small percentage" of 
their donations being used to fund people 
"who if they had their way would stand 
this society on its head," Edwards notes: 


"There is no use trying to disguise the 


taste of castor oil in the orange juice — 
that only turns people against oranges." 


Episcopalians, he pointed out, "arc put 


in the position where they have but one 
choice: cither support the whole pro- 
gram, or, in effect, get out of the 
church." 


PERHAPS NOWHERE has this tech- 


nique been more vividly demonstrated 
than during a recent lecture given the 
clergy of the Diocese of California, in 
San Francisco, by the denomination's 
ranking prelate, Presiding Bishop John 
E. Mines of New York. 


Bishop Mines was asked about his re- 


cent use of Episcopal Church-owned Gen- 
eral Motors stock to try to pressure GM 
Into withdrawing all its operations from 
South Africa. (In striking contrast to his 
strong denunciations of the white Apar- 
theid government of South Africa, Mines 
admitted to the clergy that he has yet to 
speak out against the black racism of 
Uganda's brutal treatment of Asians. But 
the .ultimate cop-out came from the de- 
nomination's Executive Council, which, 
instead of speaking out against the 
Uganda government's massive deporta- 
tion of Asiatics, resolved itself in support 
of their resettlement) 


Mow, asked the Rev. Gordon Griffith of 


Berkeley, Calif., docs his stockholder's 
pressure on GM differ essentially from 
those who use their financial support of 
the church to protest Bishop Hlncs* own 
national church policies? 


"There is a difference between a stock- • 


holder's relation to management and a 
church member's relation to God," re- 
plied Bishpp Hlnes. 


(This righteous rejoinder evoked the 


usual claque of frenzied clapping from 
assorted clergy loyalty oafs.) 


BUT AFTER the brief question period 


(following the speech Hlnes advised the 
assembled clergy would be "a few min- 
utes" — In actuality 46 minutes) the Pre- 
siding Bishop was asked whether his 
statement did not amount to equating his 
national programs with God. 


The nation's ranking Episcopal Bishop 


was in the process of formulating an an- 
swer, when his response was quickly and 
angrily Interrupted by San Francisco's 
Bishop Chauncey Kilmer Myers — who 
led Bishop Hlnes out of the hall. 


Earlier, Hincs had startled the clergy 


by remarking that he is the "worst ad- 
ministrator" of any Episcopal Presiding 
Bishop in history. 


And after this meeting, some clergy 


observers concluded that Bishop Hlnes' 
had demonstrated his point.

The returns 
of the Mid-Suburban 


League's Championship Super Bowl in 
election were tabulated within 32 sec- 
onds. 


It was all the time incumbent Elk 


Grove needed to capture a 9-0 "mud- 
slide" triumph In the balloting at limey 
Friday night before 5.000 fans.

Ileney, winner of the North Dlvi- 
tlon primary, fought the Grenadiers to a 
near-statistical standstill, bat couldn't re- 
cover from the early Elk Grove blitz and 
suffered Its first shutout in 27 games. 


The contest was billed as a potential 


high-scoring affair — Elk Grove boasting 
an average of almost 38 points per game 
and Hersey a mean of over 20-plus. 


But the water-saturated Husky grid- 


iron made footing, at best, treacherous 
and playing almost hazardous. The bail, 
in fact, was put into play from a towel 
which protected the leather pigskin from 
the standing moisture between the 20- 
yard lines.

While most of his actions may have been 
unobtrusive to the casual spectator, no 
one could have missed him in the second 
quarter when he halted Mark Conard at 
the three-yard line to avert what ap- 
peared to be a certain score for the 
hosts.

The gloomy 'atmosphere on the west

cold facts out of the way — and they 
were Just that on the northeast side of 
Arlington Heights Friday night 


St Viator's Lions, with eight straight 


victories and a high state ranking, had 
its bid for a perfect season ruined in a 
6-2 upset at the hands of the St Francis 
de Sates Pioneers, a hard-nosed bunch 
from near the Indiana border. 


The virtual quagmire that was the For- 


est View field had afforded very little in 
the way of offense. Touchdown chances 
were almost non-existent Each team 
had one. St Frauds de Sales cashed in. 
St Viator did not 


The UMS took a 2-0 lead In the second 


qnarter when standout guard John Ande- 
Jetkl broke through to nan Pioneer qnar- 


terback John Hooker In the end zone be* 
fore Hooker could scramble or throw the 
ban away. 


The Lions bad a golden opportunity 


'near the end of the first half to expand 
that lead when a 14-yard run by Tom 
Maher took them to the St. Francis five- 
yard line. On the next play the Lions 
were penalized for clipping. Little did 
they know at the time that it would cost 
them the game. 


In the fourth quarter, disaster struck 


in the form of a fumble. It was only the 
third fumble of the game and the only 
one lost by either team — remarkable 
considering conditions of the field. 


But it-was all the visitors needed. An 


inspired Pioneer bunch took over on the 
St Viator 18. Suddenly, a St Viator line 
that barely budged the rest of the night 
began having big holes opened in it 
Three straight runs right into the middle 
by Dan Chavka — the last for nine yards 
— resulted in the only touchdown the 
guests would need. 


St Viator had the ball three more 


times and stirred a surging of hope on 
the first play after the ensuing kickoff 
when Maher broke a 41-yard gain to the 
St Francis 2C. Only the last possible 
tackier tripped him up. (Maher, only a 
Junior, was the game's only offensive 
back who stood out with 84 yards in 15 
carries). 


But the Lions could not get their sput- 


tering attack — best in the Suburban 
Catholic Conference until Friday with 173 
points in six games — revved up again. 
Precious seconds ticked away until final- 
ly it was over. 


What can you say about a perfect-sea- 


son dream that died? 


Well, you can say a lot of things. You 


can say the field was too muddy to pro- 
vide a legitimate test; that it equalized 


the .offensively-weak Pioneers with the 
usually-explosive Lions . . . that St 
Francis" defensive linemen were too big 
for St Viator to whip . . . that maybe, 
just maybe, the L'.ons were looking 
ahead a little to their championship 
showdown this Friday against Marmion 
Military Academy. 


But these wif/tdd be excuses, and the 


Lions are no*,the kind of team to make 
excuses. HeaU coach Jim Lyne refused to 
do so afterWird. 


Indeed, Here is no need for excuses on 


St Viator's part They're still 8-1 (how 
many teams can say that?). And they're 
still champions of the tough East Divi- 
sion of the SCO. (Holy Cross also has just 
one loss, but the Lions get the nod on the 
basis of their earlier 14-9 victory over the 
Crusaders). 


Besides, the St Viator defense was its 


usual magnificent self. You can't fault it 
too much for an 18-yard touchdown 
"drive." The offense, understandably, 
couldn't run or pass very well with a 
soaked pigskin hi ankle-deep mud. 


Lyne and his coaching staff accepted 


the defeat stoically and quietly. Offen- 
sive line coach Pat Mahoney summed up 
the feeling of the whole school when he 
said, managing a grin, "I've got faith. 
We'll be back next week." 


Lyse remarked, "I hate to make ex* 


cues, but the mod really hurt us. We 
ran • couple of .wide plays for good gains 
that coold have gone all the way on a 
dry Held. 


"I know it was the same for them as 


for us and they desrve a lot of credit We 
did play well against Notre Dame on a 
wet field, but this mud tonight was even 
more slippery and wet than usual 


"It was worse than it looked. I walked 


on the field and it almost covered my 
shoes completely." 


He added, "Their defensive tackles 


were real big and we just couldn't handle 
them. You can't run off tackle against 
that team." 


He didn't add — but might have — that 


not much else was possible in all the 
mush. Although it didn't rain a drop Fri- 
day night, the turf was completely satu- 
rated from unseasonably abundant rain 
in recent weeks that was made worse by 
more precipitation during the day Fri- 
day. 


"We gave them the football with our 


backs to the wall and they took It right 
In," on their five, but that big penalty 
killed us. Yon sore can't blame our de- 
fense. We couldn't have asked for more 
from them." 


St Francis' fine coach, Dick Marin, 


was as calm afterward as if he had just 
won a game of gin rummy from his wife 
— though this hardly indicated his feel- 
ings. 


"We had thought we were a team to 


contend for the championship but we 
took ourselves out of it (with their sec- 
ond loss) when we played poorly against 
Notre Dame (In a 144 defeat) last week. 
Some people in our area were saying we 
didn't have it and we wanted to prove 
something. 


"St Viator is a real fine team and I 


still think they deserve to be No. 1 (he 
didn't say whether he meant in the con- 
ference or the state). I hope they beat 
the heck out of Marmion.

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Community Blood Plan Gets 
Overwhelming Support 


A community-wide blood donor plan 


may become a reality in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage by the first of the year. 


At an organizational meeting Saturday, 


representatives of local churches and or- 
ganizations and Individuals gave over- 
whelming support of a 4 per cent com- 
munity plan offered by the North Subur- 
ban Blood Center (NSBC). 


A coordinating team of Mike Walsh, of 


the Elk Grove Jaycccs, and Margaret 
McGrcncra, of the Alcxian Brothers 
Medical Center Auxiliary, volunteered to 
map plans for the program with Village 
Trustee Nancl Vandcrwecl and Phil 
Sean, administrator of the NSBC. 


Other representatives of more than 15 


clubs and churches attending the meet- 
ing also voiced support of the community 
blood plan and promised cooperation. 


THE 4 PEK CENT PLAN, offered by 


the NSBC in conjunction with the North 


Suburban Association for Health Re- 
sources, requires 4 per cent of the village 
population to donate blood to insure the 
blood needs of the entire village are met. 


To participate in the plan, a municipal- 


ity must sign an agreement with the 
blood center. Mrs. Vanderweel, chair- 
man for a special committee on the 
blood program, aald the agreement prob- 
ably will be submitted for village board 
approval this month. 


Mrs. Vandcrwecl said she has spoken 


to other trustees on many occasions and 
she felt certain there would be no prob- 
lem In gaining village approval for the 
agreement. 


Dr. 
Earl Suckow, chairman of the 


NSBC medical advisory board, explained 
the importance of a volunteer blood do- 
nor program as a step toward hospitals 
using nil volunteer blood. 


Plans Being Revived 
For Flood Control Unit 


Plans for an Elk Grove Village Flood 


Control Commission arc being revived by 
the plan commission In hopes that the 
proposed panel will be reconsidered and 
approved by the village board of 
trustees. 


Establishment of a flood commission 


was rejected by trustees In August on the 
grounds the board did not want a sepa- 
rata commission delaying the approval 
of proposed construction plans. 


Plan commission member Tom Ham- 


ilton said last week the possibility of 
creating a flood control commission was 
discussed last week with Trustee Ed 
Kcnna. Hamilton said at the time that 
Kcnna (old the plan commission member 
that the judiciary planning and zoning 
committee would take a second look at 
their proposal 


Hamilton said the Idea of a flood con- 


trol commission was rejected In the first 
place because of a misunderstanding of 
objectives. 


"The board of trustees thought we 


wanted another commission that would 
have to review building plans when they 
were submitted to the village, " Ham- 
ilton said. "Wo didn't want that kind of 
committee- at all." 


"The flood commission or committee 


the Plan Commission ws talking about 
would bo a temporary committee that 
would develop the flood plans for the vil- 
lage and draw up a flood prevention pro- 
gram," he said. 


HAMILTON SAID the village needs Its 


own flood control plan to supplement the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan de- 
signed to alleviate flooding problems In 
the whole area. He said the first order of 
business of the flood commission would 
be to draw up a drainage plan for the 
village and a schedule for its implemen- 
tation. 


This overall flood plan is particularly 


critical In the industrial park because 
currently each site Is developed Individ- 
ually, Hamilton said. He added that be- 
cause of Metropolitan Sanitary District 
(MSD) regulation, each piece of industri- 


al or business property five acres or 
more is required to build a retention 
pond so the land will retain the same 
amount of rainwater it did before it was 
developed. 


Hamilton said if a village has an ap- 


proved comprehensive flood control plan 
the developers do not need individual re- 
tention ponds and water retention can be 
on an area basis. Hamilton said a flood 
control commission would draw up such 
a comprehensive plan that would save 
developers a lot of land and possible pro- 
vide recreation areas at the same time. 


A flood control commission also would 


review tho existing flood control ordi- 
nance and recommend the necessary 
changes to make the ordinance accept- 
able to the MSD, Hamilton said. 


"WITH VOLUNTEER blood there is 


less chance that the recipient will con- 
tract hepatitis," Dr. 
Suckow said. 


"There is no such thing as risk-free 
blood, but volunteer blood is low-risk 
blood." 


Dr. Suckow said that according to sta- 


tistics, hepatitis was 10 times more prev- 
alent in paid blood than in volunteer 
blood. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said an advantage of 


the 4 per cent blood plan offered by the 
NSBC was that it covers hemophiliacs 
and cancer patients immediately without 
requiring a one-year waiting period. She 
said the NSBC plan covers the cost of 
blood, but does not cover the blood pro- 
cessing fee. However recent legislation 
requires health Insurance carriers oper- 
ating in Illinois to pay the processing 
cost. 


The exact number of donors required 


for Elk Grove Village will be determined 
by the results of a special census sched- 
uled for later this month, Mrs. Van- 
derweel said. "Based on 4 per cent of a 
population from 22,000 to 25,000, some 880 
to 1,000 pints of blood must be given." 


"THIS DOESN'T mean we necessarily 


have to find 1,000 donors," Mrs. Van- 
derweel said. She said one individual 
could donate up to five times in one year. 


Dr. Suckow said the village would be- 


come eligible to receive the benefits un- 
der the 4 per cent plan after .5 per cent 
of the village has donated blood, which 
was usually within 30 days. He said the 
village residents would be responsible for 
making the 4 per cent donations at a rate 
of 1 per cent quarterly so that all blood 
donations did not come in at once. He 
said blood has a life expectancy of 21 
days, and all the blood could not be used 
at one time. 


"If worse came to worse and 4 per 


cent cannot be met, then the individuals 
and .their families who gave blood will 
remain covered for the year's period," 
he said. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said more informa- 


tion will be given to organizations about 
the program as plans are developed, and 
blood donor pledge cards will be printed.

Elk Grove parlayed quarterback Jeff 


Stewart's 66-yard touchdown run with a 
safety in a span of 32 seconds Friday 
night to pace the Grenadiers to a W ver- 
dict over Hersey in the Mid-Suburban 
League's Championship Super Bowl III 
game. 


It was a repeat performance for both 


teams who clashed under the same cir- 
cumstances last year with Elk Grove 
prevailing again, 7-3. 


Stewart, the game's individual star, 


while playing both offense and defense, 
raced for 143 yards on 16 carries despite 
near-quagmire conditions at Kersey's 
stadium. A crowd estimated at 5,000 
turned out for the MSL's season finale in 
spite of the discouraging weather. 


Hersey twice penetrated within the Elk 


Grove 20 yard line, but was stopped once 
at the three when it ran out of downs and 
again at the 19 when a 15-yard in- 
tentional grounding infraction took them 
out of scoring range. 


THE SHUTOUT was the third in suc- 


cession for Elk Grove which capped a 
brilliant 9-0 season and is destined for a 
berth near or at the top of the state and 
area polls. The Grenadiers have won 15 
straight decisions. 


Hersey was victimized by untimely 


penalties, a strong Elk Grove pass rush 
and the mud which almost completely 
took away the Huskies' vaunted passing 
game.

'School Heating, Ventilating Must Be Replaced9 


Heating and ventilating systems at 


Dempster Junior High School, Mount 
Prospect, and Grove Junior High, Elk 
Grove Village, will have to be replaced 
soon, no matter what other remodeling 
work, if any, Is done said Scott Kelley, of 
the Berger Kelley & Associates archi- 
tectural firm. 


Kelley mode his statement while lead- 


Ing members of the Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 School Board and administration 
on an inspection of both schools Satur- 
day. 


On Oct. 30, a remodeling plan for both 


schools was presented to the school 
board by Bcrgcr Kelley & Associates. 
The remodeling, if done, would bring the 
schools to an equal standing with the 
newer junior high schools in the district, 
Holmes, Lively and Friendship. 


Dempster and Grove schools were con- 


structed in sections over several years, 


but both schools first opened in 1960. 


THE BOARD requested the inspection 


prior to holding further discussion on 
possible remodeling. 


Kelley said the total cost of remodeling 


would be $2.3 million. He said the cost 
estimate, "covered all expenses in a gen- 
erous manner" and the actual cost could 
be under the estimated. 


The cost is about evenly split between 


the schools, said Kelley. "Dempster 
might cost S100.000 more." 


Kelley said the heating system for both 


schools consists of underground piping 
laid either in or below the foundation 
slab. He said an underground system is 
prone to leaking and rusting of pipes. 


AL DANTA. district buildings and 


grounds supervisor, said there had been 
leaks at Grove which were very time 
consuming and expensive to find and re- 


pair. 


Danta said some of the heating pipes 


had rusted so badly, "you could poke 
your finger through them." 


Kelley called the ventilation at the two 


schools, "The New York system, if you 
want fresh air, open a window." 
• 


He said the ventilating fans only draw 


air out of a room. To get a supply of 
fresh air, a window has to be opened. 


"EITHER YOU HAVE A draft or you 


have no fresh air," said Kelley,-"and 
who is going to open a window when it is 
cold outside." 


Kelley said the present heating and 


ventilating systems at the schools are the 
cheapest that can be installed. 


James Erviti, superintendent of Dist 


59, said when the two schools were built, 
the district was in a period of rapid stu- 
dent population growth with limited 
funds available for building. The school 


board was forced to use the most eco- 
nomical systems in building the schools. 


Erviti was not superintendent in 1960. 
Al Domanico, a member of the present 


school board, said the board in 1960 must 
have felt it was doing a good job by sav- 
ing money wherever it could. "Now we 
look at it and ask, why did they do this to 
us?" 


IF THE BOARD DECIDES to have & 


or part of the work done, a construct!* 
timetable must be planned. 


Kelley said the work would require a 


minimum of 14 months for each school, 
but the buildings would have to be closed 
during remodeling. He said closing the 
schools was desirable for construction 
work, but he realized closing the schools 
would not be popular with teachers and 
the community. 


Kelley said the work could be done in 


phases. Exterior work and interior work 


that would not disturb classes would be 
done during the school year. The exten- 
sive interior work would be done during 
the summer when the schools normally 
close. 


KELLEY ESTIMATED that 
three 


summers, at a maximum, would be re- 
quired to do the work at Dempster. 
Grove would require about the same 
time, possibly slightly longer. 


Erviti said the administration would 


favor a phased program rather than a 
closing of schools. He said phasing would 
allow time for teachers to adapt to the 
new techniques that would be required to 
use the new facilities which would be 
available at the schools. 


Domanico said the board will discuss 


the remodeling plans at its next meeting, 
scheduled for 8 p m., Nov. 20, at the dis- 
trict administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd.

A special committee of the Elk Grove 


Village Community Service Board of Di- 
rectors hs announced it will make a rec- 
ommendation for the reorganization of 
Community Service In December. 


The report was made at the November 


meeting of the board. 


Reorganization of the Community Ser- 


vice Board is necessary since the organi- 
zation received a $52,000 grant from the 
Illinois Department of Mental Health. 
The grant enabled Community Service to 
provide mental health care to both Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg townships. 


Prior to receiving the grant, Commu- 


nity Service provided mental health care 
only for Elk Grove Village. The agency 
was funded primarily by the village with 
a small portion of funds coming from 
charity organizations. 


MEMBERS OF THE Community Ser- 


vice board were appointed by the village 
trustees. 


The committee will make recommen- 


dations on reorganizing the board so that 
Schaumburg township has direct repre- 
sentation. Members of the Schaumburg 
Township Mental Health Board are now 
on the counseling committee of the Com- 
munity Service board. The counseling 
committee serves as an advisory group. 


The reorganizaton committee also is 


expected to suggest new means of fund- 
ing for Community Service now that the 
agency is eligible for funds through both 
townships, the state and charity organ!- 
zatons.- 


In other action at the meeting: 


—THE BOARD approved funding to es- 


tablish the Youth Employment Service 
(YES) as a year round agency. Pre- 
viously YES operated only in the sum- 
mer months when young people were out 
of school. The board agreed to fund 
$1,350 for YES for the remainder of the 


Fiscal year. 


—A report on caseload was presented. 


As of Oct. 31,143 active cases were being 
seen with 12 more appointments sched- 
uled. Referrals from Schaumburg arc in- 
creasing to the point that Schaumburg 
clients account for approximately one- 
third of all new cases. 


—The youth committee reported that 


six new outreach workers were to begin 
work soon. These workers, age 16-37, will 
concentrate on determining needs for 
youth programs.

TUB THREE-DAY workshop was free 


to 50 members of the Northwest Associ- 


ation for Nursery Schools. The art con- 
sultant and all the materials were pro- 
vided by Binney & Smith, Inc., manufac- 
turers of school art supplies. 


"We introduce teachers to different art 


techniques to promote art education," 
said Carol Durham, the art consultant. 
"Of course, we use Binney & Smith art 
supplies in the classes and hope the 
teachers will continue to use them in 
their own classes." 


Whether or not the teachers will use

Is now making blood available to people 
who live within the Wheeling village lim- 
its. 


Two phone numbers, 537-1087 and 537- 


6635, have been set up by the Wheeling 
Jaycces for village residents when they 
need blood for emergency or other medi- 
cal uses. 


When the Jaycces receive phone calls 


from persons needing blood, they will 
contact the Beverly Blood Bank, which 
handles the blood program. Beverly will, 
In turn, replace the blood supplied by 
hospitals to eligible Wheeling residents. 


The community blood plan went Into 


effect Immediately after the first blood 
drawing Oct. 28 and 29. At that time 132 
pints of blood were collected from village

blood plan, Wheeling must collect 700 
pints of blood during the year to cover 
all village residents. This figure repre- 
sents approximately four per cent of the 
village population, the amount nationally 
estimated to cover all blood needs. 


Even though the community blood plan 


has not yet collected the needed 700 
pints, the plan went into effect on the 
assumption that the needed amount 
would be donated during the rest of the 
year. 


If 700 pints of blood arc not collected 


during the year, persons who hove do- 
nated to the program will still be cov- 
ered. 


The Jaycces have scheduled the next 


blood drawing for Jan. 20 and 21. Other 
drives will bo conducted every three 
months. It Is hoped that each of the com- 
ing drives will bring approximately 200 
pints of blood into the blood bank. 


VOLUNTEER BLOOD programs have 


become increasingly Important since the 
new blood labeling law went Into effect, 
differentiating between blood collected 
from paid and volunteer donors. The use 
of paid donors, who now provide approxi- 
mately half of the blood supply, has end- 
ed because of the risk of disease carried 
in the blood. 


Although all Wheeling residents are 


covered by the blood plan whether they 
have donated or not, this coverage docs 
not extend to hemophiliacs who need a 
great deal of blood. 


Tony Altlcri, president of the Jaycees, 


said that if there is any blood left in the 
community blood plan at the end of the 
year it will be used to help local hemo- 
philiacs. 


Although the national averages for 


hemophiliacs is one for every 30,000 pop- 
ulation, there are 17 in Wheeling.

Take Heart, Tube Watchers: Antennas To Clear 'Ghosts' 


Channel 7 (WLS-TV) will construct 


temporary antennas on the Scars Tower 
In Chicago next (all, which will eliminate 
poor television reception In the North- 
wc<t suburbs. 


Meanwhile, Channel 7 officials contend 


the severe ghosting or double Images 
being received on Channel 7 by local 
viewers "will not get any worse." 


Spokesmen for the ABC-owned and op- 


erated Chicago station said "People In 
your area right now have all the adverse 
effect they will ever have." 


He added the Northwest suburbs have 


been hardest hit by the rising Standard 


Oil Building, which has blocked the sig- 
nal of Channel 7's antenna. He said the 
Standard Oil Building and the Scars Tow- 
er arc at such a height now that recep- 
tion cannot become any worse. 


The Channel 7 transmitter Is located 


atop the Marina Towers office building, a 
much smaller structure than the tower- 
ing skyscrapers now being constructed 
downtown. 


Local residents began receiving ghost- 


Ing on Channel 7 last March and the 
problem became more severe as con- 
struction of the Standard Oil building 
continued. Channel 7 Is the lone major 


Chicago network affected by the Loop 
construction. Channel 5 (NBC) and Chan- 
nel 2 (CBS) transmitters arc on the John 
Hancock Center and thus far there has 
been little Interference. 


BUT AS THE Sears Tower continues to 


rise — the building now Is at the 86th 
floor — the other txvo major stations will 
also have Interference difficulties. The 
two stations have not determined wheth- 
er they will relocate their signals on the 
Scars Tower. 


Channel 11 (\VTTW) also plans to in- 


stall temporary antennas on the Sears 
Tower next fall: Area residents have re- 


ported interference on Channel 11, but 
not as severe as on Channel 7. 


The Sears Tower will be the world's 


tallest building when completed. Per- 
manent television antennas will not be 
installed on the massive structure until 
late in 1974. 


Nichols Road is an eyesore. 
It's an eyesore only because some 


people won't take the trouble to dispose 
of their trash in the proper way. 


The pictures on this page illustrate the 


problem. They were taken recently on 
Nichols Road just cast of Rte. 53, in unin- 
corporated Cook County. But the prob- 
lem is not confined to this area. 


Even a "no-dumping" sign, obviously 


disregarded, has joined the trash — old 
mattresses, paper boxes, rusted car bod- 
ies and other assorted relics of a throw- 
away society. 


COUNTY CREWS occasionally clean 


up the mess, but a month later the story 
is the same. The trash is back, destroy- 


ing what could be one of the few pleas- 
ant, isolated country spots in the area. 
As "civilization" spreads 
more and 


more, few gravel roads will be left for a 
drive in the country. But who would want 
to take that drive only to view some- 
body's dump? 


Not more than a half mile east of the 


site where these photographs were taken 
is Arlington Heights' sanitary landfill. A 
call to Lasckc Disposal Co., and the 
trash would be hauled to whrc it belongs. 
Sure, there is an extra charge to haul 
trash of the sort that lines the road, but 
it would leave the countryside freer of 
visual pollution. 


And that would make life a little more 


pleasant for everyone.

Village Manager's Report 
One Main Flooding Cause: 
Broken Joints In Sewers 


by JILL DETTNER 


Broken sewer joint* appear to be ono 


of the main reasons for excessive flood- 
ing experienced the past summer by Buf- 
falo Grove residents. 


Reporting on the status of televising 


and repair of the village sewer system In 
a written statement to the trustees dated 
Oct. 19, Village Mgr. Dan Larson said a 
considerable number of bad joints have 
been discovered. 


After inspecting 3,494 feet of sanitary 


sewer, the Video Pipe Grouting Co. has 
repaired 330 broken joints, using a chem- 
ical grouting process. 


The high number of broken sewer 


joints indicates a large amount of ground 
water is able to Infiltrate the system. 
During a heavy rain, the ground water 
can overburden the sanitary system, 
which was not designated to handle both 
loads. This causes the water in the pipes 
to back up, forcing water and sewage 
into homes. 


THE TELEVISING and repair project 


began Sept. 18 and is expected to take 
another two or three months to complete. 
The village board has appropriated

The 
rough grading of the basin was done at 
no expense to the village by a contractor 
in return for the black dirt. Larson ex- 
pects final bcrm construction of the ba- 
sin to be completed by Dec. 1 if weather 
permits. 


THE VILLAGE Is currently obtaining 


cost estimates for the construction of a 
storm sewer to run from Beochwood 
Road to the Lcona Happ farm on Dundee 
Rood. Construction of a drainage swale 
along the northern edge of the farm has 
been started. 


Larson said Illinois Central Industries 


has assured Village Engr. Arnold Sea- 
berg that drains will be Installed along 
their property line at Frenchman's Cove 
on Dundee Road to protect adjacent 
property owners 
in

against flooding. Construction of French- 
man's Cove will be watched closely, Lar- 
son added, to Insure proper drainage and 
grading along the border of Mill Creek 
subdivision. 


In an effort to detour storm water 


away from University Court, the possi- 
bility of connecting the storm sewer on 


Cambridge Drive to the Chesterfield 
storm sewer in Wheeling is now being 
investigated. 


Chesterfield Builders have also com- 


pleted temporary drainage and storage 
facility 
improvements at 
University 


Court. In addition, a small swale will be 
constructed by the public works depart- 
ment to stop run-off into the rear of 
homes on the court from the surrounding 
vacant field. 


ENGINEERING plans and specifica- 


tions for the proposed Dundee Road re- 
tention basin ore awaiting final approval 
of the Metropolitan Sanitary Dist. (MSD). 
Construction of the cooperative project 
on the Arlington Country Club Golf 
Course was scheduled to start Nov. 1, 
but the plans are still being reviewed. 


Seaberg is investigating flooding prob- 


lems in the Navajo Trail area to find 
ways to help alleviate water damage. A 
relief storm sewer may be constructed to 
relieve flooding of the street and back- 
yards. 


Larson also reported the drainage has 


been improved in the Farrington Ditch 
area. The public works department 
maintains the inlet to the pipe under the 
Buffalo Grove Golf Course on a regular 
basis to keep it clear of silt and debris. 


A relief drainage swale has also been 


constructed to control the level of water 
in Beechwood Court east.

Pine Ditch area will be swaled for better 
drainage along the western edge, Larson 
said. Stones will also be placed along the 
embankments of some backyards along 
the eastern edge to help control soil ero- 
sion. . 


Both the Bradley Court swale and the 


White Pine outfall at Buffalo Creek have 
been completed.

Community Center Plan 
Approved By Youth Unit 


Plans for a new $280,000 community 


center to Include an auditorium and 
meeting rooms have been approved by 
members of the Palatine Township 
Youth Organization (PTYO). 


The organization owns 4V4 acres north 


of Northwest Highway on Smith Street. 
With aid from the Palatine Knights of 
Columbus, the group has reviewed and 
adopted blueprints for the center. 


A hydraulic "thrust" stage highlights 


the fan-shaped auditorium area in the 
center of the structure. Seating capacity 
in the auditorium Is approximately 320, 
with the seating removable to make the 
auditorium a large meeting hall. 


The stage could hydraulically be low- 


ered to floor level for greater seating 
area, and good acoustics were consid- 
ered in choosing the fan-shaped struc- 
ture. 


AFTER SPECIFICATIONS are drawn 


for the blueprints, the two groups will 
apply for loans to help finance the proj- 
ect. For over four years, the youth or- 
ganization has been working toward a 
teen center, but when the Knights of Co- 
lumbus joined the effort, plans were 
modified to include facilities for all types 
of community activity, according to 
PTYO adult supervisor Mrs. Samuel La- 
Susa. 


Kitchen and pantry facilities are in- 


cluded, along with dressing rooms, two 
small music rooms, two offices and a 
meeting room. 


The group wants to sell the front por- 


tion of their property to help finance the 
building. And they'd rather have a public 
body purchase the land to increase com- 
munity use of the area. 


ONE POSSIBILITY is a new library site 
there. Mrs. LaSusa said Friday that she 
is meeting with the library board hi De- 
cember to discuss possibilities and prob- 
lems of the site. The PTYO has set 
$100,000 as the purchasing price of the 
VA acre site, with space reserved in 
back for the community center. The li- 
brary board is currently considering a 
site on Northwest Highway in a proposed 
bank-shopping center. 


The PTYO community center will cost 


an estimated $20 per square foot, just 
double the construction costs when the 
groups started working toward the cen- 
ter four years ago. With 14,000 square 
feet, the cost comes to $280,000. 


Applications for loans will not be made 


until sometime in January, Mrs. LaSusa 
said. 


Flood Relief? Not On Arlington Road

Some people thought relief from flood- 


Ing would come three months ago on Ar- 
lington Road. But the problem remains 
today. 


Homes bordering Arlington Road in 


Palatine Township have been endanger- 
ed since August by water that gradually 
accumulated with each successive rain 
during the summer. 


One resident was ready to move away

could be found in Palatine. She hasn't 
moved out yet, but then she lives in the 
only rental home on the tiny cinder lane. 
Her neighbors and landlord, who are 
nearly all elderly, have owned their 
homes for twenty and thirty years. To 
•them, even floods won't make them 
leave their homes. 


The field has always been a low point 


for standing water, they say. It wasn't 
much trouble until this year, because 
within a day or two, the water would 
drain off. This year it sat there, a mucky 
slime providing prime breeding grounds 
for mosqultos. 
' 
: 


Water crept higher and higher in Au- 


gust until it covered Arlington Road. The 
scene' is all too visible from Ela Road, 
just-a'block away. Once those modest 
homes along the path were the only resi- 
dences for miles. Civilization Is catching 
up with the Arlington Road people. 


THEY HAVEN'T just been sitting at 


home watching their lake grow since Au- 
gust. Logical steps were taken to get the 
problem solved. But those steps didn't 
work and the problem is still painfully 
there. 


Highway officials from the township 


and county haven't made the water go 
away. Even the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District got in the act with no 
real results. 


First, they thought a large willow tree 


in the field had clogged or broken the 
drainage tile. But the tree couldn't be 
removed until the water receded. It nev- 
er has. 


Then county officials brought their ro- 


tor equipment and spent days clearing 
the drainage system on Ela Road, jost in 
case that was causing the back up. Still 
no change. 


THE FRUSTRATED and soggy resi- 


dents have just about given up on gov- 
ernmental solutions, but their last try for 
aid was a letter to the county board pres- 
ident and Governor Ogilvie. 


They told those officials about their 


flooding. And they told them about the 
shiny new subdivision next door that just 
went up last year. Apparently, they said, 
the developer or someone failed to 
install adequate drainage facilities to 
handle the added runoff from the new 
homes. 


Anti-Complex 
Stand Urged 


The Palatine Plan Commission has 


recommended that the village take a 
stand against a proposed multi-family 
development in unincorporated Palatine 
Township. 


The 800-unit Country Village, which 


would be on a 40-acre site on Quentin 
Road between Northwest Highway and 
Dundee Road, is to include 400 apart- 
ments for the elderly. 


The developers' petition for reroning Is 


being reviewed by the Cook County Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals, which will make a 
recommendation to the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners. 


The plan commission objection was 


based on the density of the site, 20 units 
per acre versus 12 units per acre for the 
nearby Countryside apartments under 
construction. 


The plan commission also questioned 


the developers' plan to obtain water from 
the Ferndale Heights Utility Co. rather 
than using village water, which is avail- 
able 300 feet from the site. 


The plan commission recommendation 


will be considered by the village board, 
which will decide whether to lodge a for- 
mal objection to the project. 


Mayor Jack Moodie earlier came ott 


against the Country Village proposal be- 
cause of its density and the belief that 
there is no need for low-and moderate-in- 
come housing for the elderly in the Pala- 
tine area.

Illinois Racing Board Chairman Alex- 


ander MacArthur probably has been the 
brightest splash of color in the blue-suit 
style of outgoing Gov. Richard Ogilvie's 
four-year administration. 


But in the wake of Daniel Walker's up- 


set victory, it appears MacArthur's days 
on the board, like the precious racing 
dates he oversees, are numbered. 


Illinois laws permit no more than four 


of the seven-member board to be of the 
same political party and there are now 
four Republicans, including MacArthur, 
and three Democrats holding racing 
board seats. All but one of them were 
appointed by Ogilvie. 


The new Democratic governor-elect 


can be expected to reverse the board's 
political majority and replace its rtmn- 
try-styled chairman, who has been asso- 
ciated with Ogilvie for almost 20 years. 


IN HIS THREE YEARS on the board, 


MacArthur has policed Illinois racing the 
way a cattleman rides his herd. 
• Disclosures of race-track stock scan- 
dals alleged during the term of his pre- 
decessor, Chairman William Miller now 
under federal indictment along with for- 
mer Gov. Otto Kerner, led MacArthur to 
wring from the captains of Illinois horse 
racing a complete list of track stock- 
holders. 


Citing the need for improved back- 


stretch living conditions at Arlington 
Park, MacArthur last year chopped the 
track from its customary 100-110 days of 
racing to 77 dates, a move that cost 
track operators hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


Since Walker will not take office until 


January, MacArthur will preside over 
the upcoming hearings for 1973 racing 
dates. Arlington has requested a total of 
120 days of racing. 


IT IS A VIRTUAL certainty that if 


these are to be his last hearings, Alex 
MacArthur will go out in style — his own 
very personal style. 


From his hand-tooled cowboy boots to 


his string tie, "Chairman Mac" is a 
ready-made television news star and he 
probably has accumulated more total TV 
time than anybody else in Ogilvie's ad- 
ministration besides the governor hira- 
-self. 


His country witticisms, which he punc- 


tuates with a wave of his half-eye

glosses, brighten the otherwise tense and 
tiring racing date hearings." 


"I'm on a fishing expedition now," he 


has said, referring to his continuous 
probing of race track Interests,, "and I've 
been finding some pretty peculiar fish in 
the pond." 


"I'm going to pry up every rock until I 


see what's there or break my crowbar." 


MacArthur has a long history of in- 


vestigating the pompous and the pow- 
erful. 


A World War II bomber pilot, he be- 


came an insurance investigator at the 
end of the war and later moved into the 
Cook County Sheriff's Apartment as a de- 
tective under Ogilvie. 


THE TWO MEN FIRST became ac- 


quainted when MacArthur was doing ad- 
vance work for Richard Nixon in the 
1950s. Continuing his party service, Mac- 
A r t h u r was a Republican Com- 
mittccman in Palatine Township from 
1962-66 when he also became friends with 
now Atty. Gen. William Scott, who later 
named him deputy state treasurer. 


One of Ogilvie's first moves after he 


was elected governor in 1969 was to di- 
rect MacArthur to conduct a probe into 
the Illinois state fair that eventually led 
to several indictments and the removal 
of Cook County Circuit Court Judge Rich- 
ard Napolitano. 


MacArthur today spends most of his 


time raising cattle on a 1,500-acre ranch 
in McHcnry County near Harrington 
Hills and self-effacingly refers to himself 
as "a simple farm boy." 


Actually an experienced businessman, 


MacArthur has a firsthand knowledge of 


the ins and outs of high finance as well 
as the dos and don'ts on raising live- 
stock. 


SOME HORSEMEN privately have 


criticized MacArthur for failing to under- 
stand all the nuances of breeding and 
caring for race horses. 


Despite the aggressive role he has 


played in Illinois racing over the past 
three years, MacArthur never has really 
relished the job of racing board chair- 
man, or at least publicly admitted that 
he does. 


To the contrary, he often has com- 


plained of the effort it has taken to pry 
secrets from state racing interests and 
he has even alluded to threats made 
against him and his family. 


But MacArthur says he was asked per- 


sonally by Ogilvie to take the job and 
finally gave in to his frier.d's request. 


"I wish I'd had lockjaw when I said 


yes," he has been quoted as saying. 


MacArthur says he has not made any 


specific plans for the future. 


"I'm somewhere between bringin in my 


com crop and allocating racing dates," 
he said Friday. "My only plans arc to 
continue to do what's best for Illinois and 
Illinois racing until I'm told I'm no long- 
er needed." 


State law mandates that the 1973 rac- 


ing dates be allocated by Dec. 1. 


MacARTHUR SAYS he thinks the state 


is "well on its way" to cleaning up Illi- 
nois horse racing but, characteristically, 
he is very quick to add that thcr "still is 
some unfinished work to be done." 


The upcoming hearings may be Chair- 


man MacArthur's last public appear- 
ances . But Alex MacArthur , if he stays 
in state politics will always be guaran- 
teed an audience. 


How can you ignore a man who, when 


once urged by public officials to have 
dinner with Marje Everett, the former 
owner of Arlington Park and grandc 
dame of Illinois horse racing, reportedly 
replied that he had to stay home and 
plant corn?

No Hearing This Year 
In League-Township Suit 


An appellate court hearing on the 


township government-League of Women 
Voters suit probably will not come up 
before Jan. 1, LWV Atty. Richard J. 
Troy said last week. 


"We're just going to have to flic briefs 


now," Troy said. He and attorneys for 
Palatine, Maine and Nilcs townships will 
plead the case before three 1st District 
Appellate Court justices when the hear- 
ing is called.

mitteeman in Palatine Township from 
1962-66 when he also became friends with 
now Atty. Gen. William Scott, who later 
named him deputy state treasurer. 


One of Ogilvle's first moves after he 


was elected governor in 1969 was to di- 
rect MacArthur to conduct a probe into 
the Illinois state fair that eventually led 
to several indictments and the removal 
of Cook County Circuit Court Judge Rich- 
ard Napolltano.

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Civil Defense, Public 
Works Open House Held

Little boys seem perpetually fasci- 


nated by trucks, machines, cars, and 
tjust about any other piece of mechanical 
equipment one can think of. But the little 
Ruys weren't the only ones having fun 
Saturday at the open house of the Rolling 
Meadows Public Works and Civil De- 
fense departments. 


Although the people who came to the 


public works building at 3600 Central 
seemed to enjoy the event. It was the 
men and women explaining the functions 
of the departments and equipment who 
seemed to be getting an even bigger kick 
out of the show. And behind every ex- 
planation was a distinctly discernible 
trace of pride. 


There was Fred Slater nnd his wife 


Jane who are both members of the city's 
Civil Defense Scuba Rescue Unit. The 
unit is one of only four In the Northern 
Illinois area trained specifically in un- 
derwater search and rescue patterns. 
Slater told listeners that the team of ten 
volunteers has been organized only since 
March. The unit Is part of the beginning 
of what is hoped will be become a state- 
wide operation that can assist In cases of 
national emergencies. 


Slater said the team consists of certi- 


fied scuba divers who are instructed in 
underwater search patterns to assist In 
the search and rescue of drown victims 
and In some cases for stolen cars and 
criminal weapons which have been dit- 
ched In water. Scuba gear, including wet 
suits, fins, air tanks, and masks, was on 
display as well. Slater noted the equip- 
ment costs up to $250 per diver. 


THERE WAS public works supcrlvsor 


Tom Rogers who took the time to take 
Interested residents on a tour of the 
city's packer station, located on Rtc. 58 
west of Algonquin Road. The packer sta- 
tion Is the place where your trash goes 
after It is picked up by garbage trucks at 
your home.

been In operation about a year, process- 
Ing an overage of 12 truck loads of gar- 
bage a day. The station, the first of its 
kind used in the city, houses $120,000 
worth of equipment including a huge con- 
veyor belt and trash compactor that can 
crush and compress three truck loads of 
household garbage and an occasional re- 
frigerator, washing machine, or sofa into 
a 40-yard box. 


The trash is then carted off for use as 


landfill. Trash used for landfill will dete- 
riorate over a period of about 25 years

landfill use in such projects as building 
ski and toboggan slopes.

bage in the future is being dealt with 
today, Rogers added. "I went to a semi- 
nar recently on this, and believe me, 
there are a lot of ingenuous ways of dis- 
posing of trash. 


"IN

they hove separators that will take out 
gloss and recyclable Items to be pro- 
cessed for reuse," Rogers said.

"My only plans are to 
continue to do what's best for Illinois and 
Illinois racing until I'm told I'm no long- 
er needed."

ing dates be allocated by Dec. 
1.

he is very quick to add that ther "still is 
some unfinished work to be done."

day by June 1 prior to his entering kin- 
dergarten. The policy also said that the 
parents must furnish an independent psy- 
chological evaluation for the child. 


Several board members felt this policy 


might be unfair to parents whose child 
was qualified for early entrance but who 
could not afford the fee for an Indepen- 
dent psychological evaluation. 


THE REVISED policy states that a 


parent who feels his child is "academi- 
cally and socially mature" may apply 
for early entrance provided the child Is 
five years old by April 1. The deadline 
for registering Is June l prior to the 
child's entering kindergarten. 


After the parent applies for early en- 


trance, the child will be referred to a 
consultant In the district for screening. 
The results of these screening tests will 
be reported to the school principal and if 
he feels the need for more detailed 
screening, the child will then be referred 
to the school psychologist. 


Reports of all tests will then be given 


to the parents along .with the reasons 
why or why not the child was accepted 
for early entrance. The principal is the 
one who makes the final decision on ear- 
ly entrance. 


Early kindergarten entrance also de- 


pends on whether there is room for the 
child In the local kindergarten. If there is 
not, the parent will be asked to transport 
the child to a school where the kinder- 
garten is not overloaded.

'School Heating, Ventilating Must Be Replaced9 


Heating and ventilating systems at 


Dempster Junior High School, Mount 
Prospect, and Grove Junior High, Elk 
Grove Village, will have to be replaced 
soon, no matter what other remodeling 
work, if any, is done said Scott Kelloy, of 
the Bergcr Kcllcy & Associates archi- 
tectural firm. 


Kelley made his statement while lead* 


ing members of the Elk Grove Township 
Dlst. 59 School Board and administration 
on an inspection of both schools Satur- 
day. 


On Oct. 30, a remodeling plan for both 


schools was presented to the school 
board by Bcrger Kelley & Associates. 
The remodeling, if done, would bring the 
schools to an equal standing with the 
newer junior high schools in the district, 
Holmes, Lively and Friendship. 


Dempster and Grove schools were con- 


structed In sections over several years, 


but both schools first opened in 1960. 


THE BOARD requested the inspection 


prior to holding further discussion on 
possible remodeling. 


Kelley said the total cost of remodeling 


would be $2.3 million. He said the cost 
estimate, "covered all expenses In a gen- 
erous manner" and the actual cost could 
be under the estimated. 


The cost is about evenly split between 


the schools, said Kelley. "Dempster 
might cost $100,000 more." 


Kelley said the heating system for both 


schools consists of underground piping 
laid either in or below the foundation 
slab. He said an underground system Is 
prone to leaking and rusting of pipes. 


AL DANTA, district buildings and 


grounds supervisor, said there had been 
leaks at Grove which were very time 
consuming and expensive to find and re- 


pan-. '. 


Danta said some of the heating pipes 


had rusted so badly, "you could poke 
your finger through them." 


Kelley called the ventilation at the two 


schools, "The New York system, if you 
want fresh air, open a window." 


He said the ventilating fans only draw 


air out of a room. To get a supply of 
fresh air, a window has to be opened. 


"EITHER YOU HAVE A draft or you 


have no fresh air," said Kelley, "and 
who is going to open a window when it is 
cold outside." 


Kelley said the present heating and 


ventilating systems at the schools are the 
cheapest that can be installed. 


James Ervlti, superintendent of Dlst. 


59, said when the two schools were built, 
the district was in a period of rapid stu-. 
dent population growth with limited 
funds available for building. The school 


board was forced to use the roost eco- 
nomical systems in building the schools. 


Erviti was not superintendent in 1960. 
Al Domanico, a member of the present 


school board, said the board in 1960 must 
have felt It was doing a good job by sav- 
ing money wherever it could. "Now we 
look at it and ask, why did they do this to 
us?" 


IF THE BOARD DECIDES to have all 


or part of the work done, a construction 
timetable must be planned. 


Kelley said the work would require a 


minimum of 14 months for each school, 
but the buildings would have to be closed 
during remodeling. He said closing the 
schools was desirable for construction 
work, but he realized closing the schools 
would not be popular with teachers and 
the community. 


Kelley said the work could be done in 


phases. Exterior work and interior work 


that would not disturb classes would be 
done during the school year. The exten- 
sive interior work would be done during 
the summer when the schools normally 
close. 


KELLEY ESTIMATED that three 


summers, at a maximum, would be re- 
quired to do the work at Dempster. 
Grove would require about the same 
time, possibly slightly longer. 


Erviti said the administration would 


favor a phased program rather than a 
closing of schools. He said phasing would 
allo* time for teachers to adapt to the 
new techniques that would be required to 
use the new facilities which would be 
available at the schools. 


Domanico said the board will discuss 


the remodeling plans at its next meeting, 
scheduled for 8 p.m., Nov. 20, at the dis- 
trict administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd.

Ogilvie Loss May Mean End Of Line For 'Chairman Mac' 


by KURT BAER 


Illinois Racing Board Chairman Alex- 


ander MicArthur probably has been the 
brightest splash of color in the blue-suit 
style of outgoing Cov. Richard Ogilvic's 
four-year administration. 


But in the wake of Daniel Walker's up- 


set victory, it appears MacArthur's days 
on the board, like the precious racing 
dates he oversees, are numbered. 


Illinois laws permit no more than four 


of the seven-member board to be of the 
same political party and there are now 
four Republicans, including MacArthur, 
and three Democrats holding racing 
board scats. All but one of them were 
appointed by Ogilvie. 


The new Democratic governor-elect 


can be expected to reverse the board's 
political majority and replace Its coun- 
try-styled chairman, who has been asso- 
ciated with OgUvie for almost 20 years. 


IN HIS THREE YEARS on the board, 


MacArthur has policed Illinois racing the

way a cattleman rides his herd. 


Disclosures of race-track stock scan- 


dals alleged during the term of his pre- 
decessor, Chairman William Miller now 
under federal Indictment along with for- 
mer Gov. Otto Kcrner, led MacArthur to 
wring from the captains of Illinois horse 
racing a complete list of track stock- 


holders. 


Citing the need for improved back- 


stretch living conditions at Arlington 
Park, MacArthur last year chopped the 
track from Its customary 100-110 days of 
racing to 77 dates, a move that cost 
track operators hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


Since Walker will not take office until 


January, MacArthur will preside over 
the upcoming hearings for 1973 racing 
dates. Arlington has requested a total of 
120 days of racing. 


IT IS A VIRTUAL certainty that if 


these are to be his last hearings, Alex 
MacArthur will go out in style — his own 
very personal style. 


From his hand-tooled cowboy boots to 


his string tie, "Chairman Mac" is a 
ready-made television news star and he 
probably has accumulated more total TV 
time than anybody else in Ogilvie's ad- 
ministration besides the governor him- 
self. 


His country witticisms, which he punc- 


tuates with a wave of his half-eye 
glasses, brighten the otherwise tense and 
tiring racing date heatings. 


"I'm on a fishing expedition now," he 


has said, referring to his continuous 
probing of race track interests, "and I've 
been finding some pretty peculiar fish in 
the pond." 


"I'm going to pry up every rock until I 


see what's there or break my crowbar." 


MacArthur has a long history of in- 


vestigating the pompous and the pow- 
erful. 


A World War H bomber pilot, he be- 


came an insurance investigator at the 
end of the war and later moved into the 
Cook County Sheriff's Apartment as a de- 
tective under Ogilvie. 


THE TWO MEN FIRST became ac- 


quainted when MacArthur was doing ad- 
vance work for Richard Nixon in the 
1950s. Continuing his party service, Mac-

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Cutoff By Year's End Eyed 
Driver Testing Center Panel 
Has 'No Specific Site Yet' 


The three-man committee set up to rec- 


ommend sites In the Northwest suburbs 
for a driver testing station expects to 
complete Its task by the end of the year. 


Howard I. Olscn of Palatine, one of the 


c o m m i t t e e members, said Friday, 
"Hopefully, within the next 30 to 45 days, 
we'll be In a position to mako some rec- 
ommendations." 


The committee has no specific sites In 


mind at this time, Olscn sold, but Is In 
the process of studying general areas 
within six Northwest suburban townships 
to narrow the selection. 


The search is centered on Harrington, 


Elk Grove, Hanover, Palatine, Schaum- 
burg and Wheeling townships. Olsen said 
no decision has been reached whether 
the recommended sites would necessarily 
be In incorporated or unincorporated 
areas. 


IT DOES SEEM likely, he said, that 


the committee would recommend more 
than one site to the Illinois Secretary of 
State. 


The "November groundbreaking" fore- 


cast by Assistant Secretary of State Ed- 
mund J. Kucharskl last summer will not 


be met, Olsen said. 


"We don't have any target or deadline 


set," he said, "but the job certainly 
won't be done this month. 


"Right now we're still exploring." 
About six recommendations for sites 


for a driver testing facility have been 
submitted to the committee by various 
groups and individuals, Olsen said. These ' 
suggestions will bo considered as the 
committee narrows its choices. 


The main factors being considered In 


the selection of a site, Olsen said, are 
cost, accessibility, topography and avail- 
ability of utilities. 


False Alarms No Joke To Firemen 


R e m e m b e r the boy who cried 


"wolf" once too often? Well, a similar 
Incident happens almost daily In Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Nearly five times each week, the Ar- 


lington Heights Fire Department receiv- 
es a fire alarm that turns out to be noth- 
ing more than somebody's idea of a Joke. 
But the Joke Is one that could cost some- 
body's life, says Capt John Hayden, vil- 
lage fire Inspector. 


Most of what are termed "malicious 


false alarms" are turned in at local 
schools, high schools in particular], Hay- 
den said. Many malicious false alarms 
are turned In 
at the Arlington Park 


Towers Hotel, as well. But the high 
schools remain the biggest problem. 


Hayden said his biggest gripe is that 


the fire department "does its damndest" 
la encourage boards of education to 
place safety equipment In the schools, 
then the students turn right around and 
abuse IL 


"They want to be treated like adults, 


but they act like grammar-school kids," 
Hayden said of high school students who 


pull fire alarms for a lark. "If they want 
out of school, they can just walk outside. 
They don't have to haul everybody and 
the fire deportment out, too." 


FALSE ALARMS don't really cost the 


village anything financially, Hayden 
said. Sure, there is wear and tear on the 
equipment, and fire trucks drink lots of 
gasoline, but the men are paid whether 
they are chasing false alarms or staying 
in the (ire station. 


But there may be a more serious cost 


— somebody's life. Hayden said there is 
always risk Involved when the heavy fire 
equipment rolls out of the station. On ai 
alarm from a school, three engines and a 
truck are dispatched from various points 
In the village. Hayden said that even 
though the men drive carefully, there al- 
ways is the chance of an accident. 


And there is always the chance that 


while the equipment and men are sent on 
a wild goose chase, they might be really 
needed somewhere else, Hayden said. 
Because of the large number of people in 
a school, or at the hotel for that matter, 
the fire department always responds 
with the maximum, not minimum, 


amount of equipment that might be 
needed, Hayden said. 


AMBULANCE CREWS also are tied up 


when a false alarm is turned in at a 
school or the hotel. Arlington Heights an- 
nually receives some 1,500 ambulance 
calls, and one of them could come in 
while an ambulance crew is riding a fire 
truck to a false alarm, Hayden said. 


When an ambulance crew is sent out 


on a truck, a change of quarters is called 
to send a crew from another station. But 
this takes two or three minutes, and that 
could mean the difference between life 
and death, Hayden said. 


"Not many departments in the suburbs 


can afford the men and equipment 
needed to handle two major alarms at 
once," Hayden said. "We've been lucky 
so far." 


Hayden said the village fire depart- 


ment does have the manpower and 
equipment to fight two house fires at the 
some time, but a multiple alarm from a 
school dwindles that available equipment 
dangerously. So far, equipment sent on a

The plumbing contractor at Hoffman 


Estates High School will be pulling his 
men off the job today at the Insistence of 
the DLit. 211 board of education. 


The action comes as result of the gen- 


eral contractor at the school site con- 
tending R. C. Caruso Plumbing Co. of 
Hillside failed to perform according to 
contract. 


Bob Caruso, owner of the plumbing 


firms, in turn, charges the general con- 
tractor, Tonyan Construction Co., is at 
fault. 


Before today, Caruso refused to re- 


move his crews, resulting in the board 
action at Thursday's meeting. 


HANK TONYAN told the board he 


fired Caruso several weeks ago. Because 
of bad weather and a carpenter's strike, 
construction at the school was running 
behind schedule, he explained. To make 
up for lost lime, additional men were 
added to the construction effort, but Ca- 
ruso maintained only a minimal crew, 
delaying completing of the plumbing job, 
Tonyan added. He was backed by archi- 
tect Wayne Fritch of the firm Untccd 4 
Ass oclatcs. 


Caruso said Tonyan is at fault for 


plumbing and scwcr delays. Plans for 
sewer installations and a retention pond, 
prepared by on unregistered engineer 
Tonyan hired, were rejected a year ago 
by the Metropolitan Sanitary District, 
Caruso contended. 


Caruso said his engineer worked con- 


tinuously .trying to get approval, which 
finally came In August. 


Constant flooding in the school's first 


level led (9 hazardous work condition for 
his men 'and repeated destruction of 
work his crews had already done, he 
added. 


"Tonyan offered me only a small 


amount of money for the delay," said 
Caruso, adding he felt entitled to more. 
T o n y a n consequently hired another 
plumbing contractor to do the work. 


Caruso said he will go to court with his 


case and that he will pull his men off the 
job on the advice of his attorney. 


Despite the dispute, Fritch said the 


building is expected to be closed in with- 
in two to three weeks. With the increased 
work force Tonyan believes he can meet 
the completion date set for next July.

H. Robert Powell, the 
present county office is "a paper shuffl- 
ing group." 


Schlott also said an education service 


region would be advantageous in the 
area because it would be controlled local- 
ly.According to Powell, ther. eare many 
problems involved with setting up a ser- 
vice region.

said. "I'm not sure that it would work to 
our advantage."

false alarm hasn't been needed at a real 
fire, he said. 


In the post, turning in a malicious 


false alarm was only a misdemeanor, 
Hayden said. But now it is considered a 
felony offense, carrying with it a possible 
$500 fine. 


SOMEONE WAS caught in the act of 


turning in a false alarm several weeks 
ago at Arlington Park Towers. Hayden 
said prosecution of this case should help 
trim the number of false alarms. 


Not all flase alarms are a rssult of 


maliciousness, however. Hayden said a 
malfunction in an alarm system or an 
honest mistake can light up the alarm 
board, sending fire crews somewhere 
they aren't needed. This type of false 
alarm may even account for the major- 
ity, but malicious false alarms are cause 
for a great deal of concern, he said. 


"If people would only realize that if 


they turn in a malicious false alarm and 
somene is killed or injured, it will be on 
their minds the rest of their lives," Hay- 
den said, maybe things would be differ- 
ent. And the firemen could spend their 
time saving lives and fighting fires.

Theater Group Undecided 
On Backing Cultural Center 


The Village Theater, Inc., largest ama- 


teur theater group in Arlington Heights, 
has not decided whether to support a 
proposed cultural center here. 


"There are individuals on both sides," 


said Hank dcGroh, president of the or- 
ganization. 


Many members of Village Theater 


along with three smaller theater groups 
in the community blame the Arlington 
Heights Cultural Commission for nixing 
their plan to include a $500,000 theater in 
the upcoming park district referendum. 
And some members think that the pro- 
posed $2 million cultural center planned 
by the Commission is not feasible be- 
cause of the cost. 


THE COMMISSION plans to raise the 


$2 million by individual and corporate 
contributions which many members of 
the theater groups think is impossible. 
Since 1962 the theater groups have been 
trying to <?et a theater built in the com- 
munity. 


"If the current trend continues, in a 


couple of years we won't be able to use 
high school theaters because of increased 
student use," said deGroh. While a park 
district theater could be built in a few 
years, deGroh feels that a cultural center 
is several years away. 


Sidney Rosenfeld, chairman of the cul- 


tural commission, predicts a center 
could be built In five years. He also says 
that the theater groups will probably 


reunite with the commission after a cool- 
ing off period. 


"Right now I can't make any com* 


mitment for the group," said deGroh. 
"Personally I have no objections to talk- 
ing to them (commission members), but 
the organization is taking a 'wait and 
see' attitude." 


IN A MOVE toward reconciliation, 


Rosenfeld recently sent a letter to de- 
Groh emphasizing the common goals of 
the two groups. 


"A major impetus to the formation of 


the cultural commission in 1969 was the 
long-standing desire of Village Theater to 
have an adequate home in the commu- 
nity," Rosenfeld said in his letter. "We 
fully support the concept of a community 
theater and should it appear within the 
near future that a cultural center will not 
be constructed, we will support your ef- 
forts to build a small theater." 


"We would hope at the same time that 


we may have your cooperation in at- 
tempting to create a cultural center," 
Rosenfeld said. 


DeGroh said the board of directors of

Harper College OKs Second Campus 


Coming Soon In 
The Herald 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Harper College Board of Trustees 


formally approved a long-range plan late 
Thursday that calls for purchase of a 
100-acre second campus sometime next 
year. 


Following adoption of the plan, which 


has been under consideration for several 
months, College Pres. Robert Lahtl said 
he could not be more specific about when 
the site would be purchased or when a 
referendum would be held to raise funds 
for it. 


"In 1973 we're going to have to face 


the issue squarely," Lahtl said. "The site 
purchase is probably the most critical 


part of the plan because the rapid dis- 
appearance of 100-acre sites In this 
area." 


Lahll said the board is looking at spe- 


cific sites and has estimated the cost at 
between $15,000 and $30,000 an acre, 
meaning a cost of $1.5 million to $3 mil- 
lion. 


LAHTI SAID THE State of Illinois will 


reimburse the college for 75 per cent of 
the cost of the site, but the money will 
not come until building starts. As a re- 
sult, he said, the board will have to hold 
a referendum to provide for the full 
amount of the purchase price. 


He added he was not sure whether the 


board would be able to take an option on 
a specific piece of property before the 
referendum or not. "There is some ques- 
tion about whether we have the authority 
to take an option," he said. "We will fol- 
low the guidance of our attorney in that 
matter." - 


According to estimates In the long- 


range plan, Harper expects to be serving 
33,332 full and part-time students by 1995, 
compared to 10,712 students this year. 


Last month the board was told it could 


either choose to buy a second campus or 
plan to build high-rise buildings on the 


present campus, at Roselle and Algon- 
quin roads, to accommodate the in- 
creased enrollment. 


THE LONG-RANGE plan, while calling 


for buying a site in X973, does not call for 
any building on the new site until 1978. 


The present Harper campus is a 200- 


acre site and is scheduled to be com- 
pleted by 1980. - 


Other recommendations in the long- 


range plan include a feasibility study on 
building a cultural center on the present 
campus and generally improving educa- 
tion and the ease of transfer in and out 
of the college. •

The pic- 
ture lady is a volunteer mother who 
brings a print or painting into the class- 
room where she explains the technique 
used in the work, the artist's ideas and 
philosophy, and the message implied in 
the image. 


The program supplements a regular 


art program at North School that empha- 
sizes learning skills rather than appre- 
ciation. 


"Art is a very personal thing," said 


Roslyn Goodman, media specialist at 
North School and program advisor. 
Many people see many different things in 
a work of art, she said, and the mother 
volunteer doesn't have to be an expert in 
art to teach children to appreciate a 
painting. The important thing is not to 
drill students on which artists belong to 
which technique from which country, 
but to show them what to look for in an 
art object, she said. 


THE FinST PICTURE lady program 


was given at the school on Nov. 8. Pat 
Palbicke, volunteer mother, and program 
coordinator, said the children were re- 
sponsive, enjoyed the program and asked 
many, many questions about the painting 
and the artist. 


"I taught a fourth grade class and a 


sixth grade class," said Mrs. Palbicke, 
and all the students had different ideas 
about the message presented in the pic- 
ture. The fourth graders saw "Horse 
Frightened in a Storm," by Eugene Dela- 
croix, and when asked what was happen- 
ing in the. picture, the children talked 
about the'position of the horse, the color 
of the sky, and the artist's intended mes- 
sage, she said. •. 


The sixth graders saw "Vessel in Dis- 


tress" by Joseph M. W. Turner. The stu- 
dents talked about the size of the ship hi 
relation' to the waves in the foreground 
and the movement implied in the color 
and shape .of the sea and the ship said 
Mrs. Palbicke. 


One mother plans to do a program on 


Picasso and will describe him as a con- 
temporary painter, often using double 
profiles and experimenting with cubism. 
A mother presenting a print by Cezanne 
mentions his use of figure and ground 
contrasts, the time element of the pic- 
ture, and the depth and perspective Ce- 
zanne achieves with color. 


EACH PROGRAM TAKES place in a 


classroom. with about 30 children and 
lasts about one half hour. The volunteer 
mothers may bring their own painting or 
choose a print from the school instruc- 
tional materials center. The painting 
stays in the classroom for one month un- 
til the next program. 


M o t h e r s will rotate classrooms 


throughout the year but will talk about 
the same picture each month. There are 
now 11 volunteer mothers in the program 
but there is a need for 13 more, said 
Mrs. Palbicke. Any mothers interested in 
becoming a picture lady should call 
North School and ask for Miss Goodman, 
or call Mrs. Palbicke at 827-3736 or Mrs. 
Carol Svoboda at 824-0832. 


The picture lady program has been 


used at several schools in Des Plaines 
Elementary School Dist. 62 and has been 
successful in most of them.

Kelley made his itatement while lead* 


Ing memben of the Elk Grove Township 
Diet SO School Board and administration 
on aa inspection of both schools Satur- 
day. 


On Oct 30, a remodeling plan for both 


schools was presented to the school 
board by Berfer Kelley It Associates. 
The remodeling, If done, would bring the 
schools to an equal standing with the 
newer junior high schools In the district, 
Holmes, Lively and Friendship. 


Dempster and Grove schools were con- 


structed in sections over several years, 
but both schools first opened in 1960. 


THE BOARD requested the inspection 


prior to holding further discussion on 
possible remodeling. 


Kelley said the total cost of remodeling 


would be S2.3 million. He said the cost 
estimate, "covered all expenses In a gen- 
erous manner" and the actual cost could 
be under the estimated. 


The cost Is about evenly split between 


the schools, said Kelley. "Dempster 
might cost $100,000 more." 


Kelley said the heating system for both 


schools consists of underground piping 
laid either in or below the foundation 
slab. He said an underground system is 
prone to leaking and rusting of pipes. 


AL DANTA, district buildings and 


grounds supervisor, said there had been 
leaks at Grove which were very time 
consuming and expensive to find and re- 
pair. 


Danta said some of the heating pipes 


had rusted so badly, "you could poke 
your finger through them." 


Kelley called the ventilation at the two 


schools, "The New York system, if you 
want fresh air, open a window." 


He said the ventilating fans only draw 


air out of a room. To get a supply of 
fresh ah*, a window has to be opened. 


"EITHER YOU HAVE A draft or you 


have no fresh air," said Kelley, "and 
who is going to open a window when It is 
cold outside." 


Kelley said the present heating and 


ventilating systems at the schools are the 
cheapest that can be installed. 


James Erviti, superintendent of Dlst 


. 59, said when the two schools were built, 


the district was in a period of rapid stu- 
dent population growth with limited 
funds available for building. The school 
board was forced to use the most eco- 
nomical systems In building the schools. 


Erviti was not superintendent in 1960. 
Al Domanlco, a member of the present 


school board, said the board in 1960 must 
have felt it was doing a good job by sav- 
ing money wherever it could. "Now we 
look at it and ask, why did they do this to 
us?" 


IF THE BOARD DECIDES to have all 


or part of the work done, a construction 
timetable must be planned. 


Kelley said the work would require a 


minimum of 14 months for each school, 
but the buildings would have to be closed 
during remodeling. He said closing the 
schools was desirable for construction 
work, but he realized closing the schools 
would not be popular with teachers and 
the community. 


Kelley said the work could be done in 


phases. Exterior work and Interior work 
that would not disturb classes would be 
done during the school year. The exten- 
sive interior work would be done during 
the summer when the schools normally 
close. 


KELLEY 
ESTIMATED that 
three 


summers, at a maximum, would be re- 
quired to do the work at Dempster. 
Grove would require about the same 
time, possibly slightly longer. 


Erviti said the administration would 


favor a phased program rather than a 
closing of schools. He said phasing would 
allow time for teachers to adapt to the 
new techniques that would be required to 
use the new facilities which would be 
available at the schools. 


Domanico said the board will discuss 


the remodeling plans at its next meeting, 
scheduled for 8 p.m., Nov. 20, at the dis- 
trict administration building, 2123 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd.

The board had postponed discussion of 
the issue at its October board meeting. 


Thursday night Board Pres. Jessalyn 


Nlcklas opened the discussion by reading 
a statement that methods had been es- 
tablished for communication between the 
faculty and administration. "It would be 
my feeling that we've had a good system 
of communication within the college-," 
she said. 


BOARD MEMBER Eugene Nugent 


agreed, adding that the college vice pres- 
idents "arc resource people to Dr. Lahti 
(College Prcs. Robert Lahti) who sits in 
advice and council of the board. I don't 
think there is a question where we are 
favoring the administration over the fac- 
ulty." 
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McCabe expressed his unhappiness 


with the board's position, saying, "While 
it is true that the faculty senate has nev- 
er been denied access to the board, we 
have only asked for time on the agenda 
in time of crisis. We think it would be 
better to have regular communications." 


He added, "If you are sufficiently con- 


cerned about getting away from the 'we- 
they' relationship we have had in the 
past, you should allow the faculty the 
same status as the vice presidents." 


McCabe explained that several union 


groups, including the Illinois Education 
Association (IEA) and the Illinois Feder- 
ation of Teachers (IFT) "are courting 
this faculty and some have been on the 
campus within the last two weeks.

China Has No Lawyers—But Then, It Needs Very Few

SHANGHAI — There are no crowded 


court docketi In China. Even II there 
were you wouldn't find out because this 
wouldn't bo "useful news," as one Chi- 
nese news correspondent tried to explain. 


The only police we've seen are traffic 


cops, mm and women. What's most In- 
triguing l.s that there arc no lawyers. . 


This fascinated me so that part of ev- 


ery one of the 23 days here was spent In 
some way asking somebody about law- 
yen. No matter how it's been asked or 
whore, the answers arc uniform: No law- 
\erv 


fn totalitarian countries, of course, 


thmci often get done without announce- 
mrnt. Somebody on lop passes the word 
iincl things happen. It's pure guess, but I 
think the lawyers were sidetracked Into 
other occupations years ago. There used 
In tx; law .schools in China, but every- 
Uxly here acts puzzled when you ask the 
question about them. 


They talk about the courts, but my im- 


pression Is equally distinct that what 
they mean arc decisions issued by the 
central Communist Party headquarters, 
made on the basis of recommendations 
from the different units in the society — 
"lane."' "street," factory, farm team, 
brigade or commune. 


TAKK IT THIS way: Shanghai has u 


million residents. The big crime month is 
August. Hsti Chlng-nslcn, the able, dy- 
namic. 30-year-old 
vice-chairman of 


Shanghai's "revolutionary committee" 
(meaning he's the mayor) said, "Alto- 
Kethcr In August we had 63 cases of 
graft, speculation and theft." 


Murder? One case two years ago, said 


Hsu. A rape-murder. A man broke into 
the flat of a girl fellow-worker nml 
throttled her. Hsu said the case was re- 
ferred to the factory committee, weighed 
there, and the recommendation was car- 
ried out by "the court." U wax execution 
by shooting. 


Mayor Hsu said the man had been sub- 


verted by "imperialist porno books." 
You can put that down either as Commu- 
nist propaganda, or as part truth be- 
cause as a vast port of call for ships 
from the world over, Shanghai is a 
touchy security spot. 


There's a strong streak of evangelist to 


Mao Tso-tung. There Isn't any question 
that he's been trying to convince the Chi- 
nese they have the power to change the 
social environment through their person- 
al behavior. It's hard to sec how person- 
al behavior is going to change Shanghai's 
pollution problem. It ranks with the 
world's worst. 


At any rate, Mao succeeded to such a 


degree with the army (the People's Lib- 
eration Army) that the PLA obviously is 
accorded the most citizen-esteem of any 
military service on the globe. 


MAO HAS BEEN preaching the same 


type of thing to all Chinese and this is 
the foundation of the basic honesty in 
public services, of the dedication to keep- 
Ing things clean, of their talk about 
"serving the state," and their puritanism 
about sex. 


As the historians have pointed out, just 


in the 70 years prior to World War I the 
Chinese had lived through five wars and 
five major rebellions. 


The warlords' armies were hired ban- 


dits who lived through pillage and rape. 
Chiang Kai-shek's armies were led by ar- 
rogant, strutting generals out of the 
Whampoa military academy, more inter- 
ested in their status and concubines than 
In public service. 


Moo put together on army that he 


taught both politics and behavior. In 
1947, the year before Chiang was driven 
off the mainland, Mao issued three main 
disciplinary rules: Obey orders, "don't 
take a single needle or piece of thread 
from the masses," "turn In everything 
captured." 


He added eight points for attention: 


"Speak politely, pay fairly for what you 
buy, return everything you borrow, pay 
for anything you damage, don't hit or 
swear at people, don't damage crops, 
don't take liberties with women, don't ill- 
treat captives." 


YOU SEE 
SOLDIERS everywhere, 


khaki uniforms, red tabs on their collars. 
It's hard to tell officers from enlisted 
men because the uniforms look alike. 
One small difference seems to be that 
the officers' jackets have four pockets in- 
stead of two. They know the difference 
and that's what counts. 


In a way, It's all one army; In another, 


there arc two armies. One is on active 
duty, the other off duty. But no PLA ever 
doffs his uniform, whether he's working 
in factory or on the farm. Once he's in 
the PLA that's his everyday attire. Best 
comparison Is to say that it'* like a fel- 
low joining our National Guard and then 
wearing his uniform from then on, no 
matter what he docs or where he goes. 


The PLA operates as a working arm 


for the people In countless ways. At the 
auto plant here we saw two-ton trucks 
lined up outside with PLA men at the 
steering wheels. The factory told us later 
that It had no way to deliver them to the 
government agency and the PLA had 
stepped In to do the job. 


In this context of public service, It Is 


little wonder that Mao was able, after 
the Cultural Revolution, to slide PLA 
men Into every function in the society, 


many of them taking over as chairmen 
of the various operations. As reported 
earlier, this now seems to be in a phas- 
ing-out process. 


It helps explain why people like Mrs. 


Wang Shu-tscn, a textile factory worker, 
asked what she hopes for her teen-age 
son, should answer briskly, eyes shining: 
"I would hope for him to be a PLA." 


THREE YEARS AGO I was part of a 


similar journey to the Soviet Union. We 
traveled a wide arc, from Moscow and 
Leningrad, Into the Ukraine and Georgia 
and out to Siberia. We heard the Soviets 
grousing about the Chinese; here, all we 
hear arc Chinese damning the Russians 
up one side, down the other as "social 
imperialists." 


China is touchy about Soviet power. 


Whether it's real fear of war, or simply a 
means of keeping the populace on patri- 
otic toes, bomb shelters are being built 
everywhere. There is no attempt at being 
coy about It. 


The Russians have a "love-hate" rela- 


tionship with the U.S., like us, envy us, 
want to be like us, but at the same time 
fear us and suspect our motives. The 
Chinese don't seem to care. They are 
more self-contained, have their own 
pride, want to be taken for what they 
arc, and exhibit no trace of envy or fear. 


The Chinese strike me as a gentler 


people than those in the Soviet Union, 
softer-spoken, much less argumentative 
under questioning. 


In Moscow, I recall a shouting match 


at the Novcsti office (the over-all Soviet 
news service) over some line of ques- 
tioning. In Peking we asked much more 
embarrassing questions, were given po- 
lite answers without any attempt at polit- 
ical polemics. 


OVER-ALL, THOUGH, the newspaper 


systems arc very similar. The big paper 
in China is People's Daily. It is read 
closely because that's how the party line 
is transmitted. The news agency is 
Hslnhua, which serves all of China's pro- 
vincial press by modern telegraphic 
means; it also serves Associated Press 
and United Press International in the 
United States. 


In Slan, talking with the editor, we 


asked if his paper published anything 
about our visit to his city. No, he sold; 
we were, foreign visitors and as such not 
a local story. He gestured at the Hsinhua 
correspondent for the area, said that if 
he sent a story to Peking and it came 
back over the wire, then he would con- 
sider printing it. He was neither embar- 
rassed nor apologetic. This is the way 
things are. 


Hslnhua is a government department 


and the agency's correspondents regard 
themselves as serving the regime. News 


of crime, or accidents, for instance, are 
not "news." A major flood or other natu- 
ral disaster will be reported because this 
is something the government will want to 
know. 


Mainly, the correspondents center on 


"useful" 
information, such as news 


about new factories, what is going on In 
industrial production, and how commu- 
nes ore doing in reaching assigned goals. 


THERE IS A regulation that foreigners 


may not read the provincial papers. 
What the reason for the rule Is some- 
thing I never fathomed. 


From Peking every day there also is 


issued a G-million edition of a tablois- 
sized newspaper called "Information Di- 
gest." Reportedly it contains news from 
all over the world, including excerpts of 
editorial comment from the U.S. and oth- 
er Western countries. 


Foreign diplomats in Peking know 


about the publication, but have never 
laid hands on a copy. Wherever we have 
gone, editors and public officials say 
matter of factly that they receive copies. 
Clearly, it is delivered (by the post of- 
fice, as all the other publications are) to 
leading Party members. 


Imagine a country where 6 million 


copies of a publication can be issued 
daily for years and which foreigners are 
not supposed to see and not a single copy 
ever goes astray! That's discipline. 


JOHN KING Falrbank, one of the 


great authorities on China, has written 
that Maoism'is "an inversion of Marx- 
ism." It may be, but the Chinese don 
care. As far as they are concerned, if 
Mao says it's Marxism that's what it is 
and there's no point debating it. 


Whatever it is, It seems clear Mao has 


been driving to bring the peasantry and 
the educated professionals to closer un- 
derstanding, if not leveling out. He zigs 
and zags, but this seems central to his 
thinking. 


Every country has to have a bureau- 


cracy of some kind and this one retains 
vestiges of the elitism Mao has so long 
despised. I say this without criticism be- 
tcause it's no secret that the United 
. States has created one of the biggest and 
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often most arrogant of administrative 
and bureaucratic machines. It only 
seems odd in this country because of the 
emphasis on egalitarianism. 


Across the street here at the Peace Ho- 


tel in Shanghai (the famed, old, British- 
built, roach-infested Cathay), we can see 
people at a rooftop shop making do with 
the oldest kind of equipment. 


Work benches look as if they were 


brought in from a scrap pile and nailed 
or tied together. If it will work, people 
here will keep it and get use out of it It 
tends to give a surface impression of 
grinding poverty. 


IT'S HARD TO square with restau- 


rants like the Mansion House a mile 
away, or the Peking Duck and Horn .of 
Plenty in Peking, where top men in gov- 
ernment entertain foreign visitors in 
plush splendor, and crowds gather out- 
side by the thousands to watch silently 
the grand comings and goings. 


It makes youwonder if Mao Tse-tung's 


evangelistic preachings will survive his 
departure. After all, he's 79. Chou En-lai, 
whom some people call the greatest No. 
2 man in history, is now 74. 


What is now a great plus could turn out 


to be an immense minus — the army. An 
overly ambitious character in control of 
the PLA could move to grab everything. 
This is the role in which Mao and Chou 
now cast Marshal Lin Piao, who died 
with other top army figures in the mys- 
terious Manchurian plane crash last 
year. They say Lin was fleeing to the 
Soviet Union after his plot to do away 
with Mao began to leak out This episode 
isn't likely to be put together for years to 
come. Let's say it's true. If so, it simply 
underlines the point about the army's im- 
portance to China's internar political sta- 
bility. 


This aside, there isn't much question 


but that there are some extraordinarily 
able younger politicians In the wings, all 
apparently firm Maoists. Two of them 
are here in Shanghai — Yao Wen-yuan, 
43, who is No. 4 in the Politburo, and 
Mayor Hsu, who is on the Central Com- 
mittee. We didn't get to see Mr. Hao, but 


I can testify that Mayor Hsu is a fireball. 


There are reported to be others around 


the country, all staunch Maoists likely to 
pursue the same general course when 
their time comes to run things. I empha- 
size that this is impressionistic reporting 
and needs to be read as one man's specu- 
lation. 


CURIOUSLY, IN ALL these three-plus 


weeks nobody ever has raised the issue 
of Vietnam with us. The only time it has 
been discussed Is when one of us has re- 
ferred to it They tend to shrug it off, as 
if it didn't matter — and as if they've 
been privy all along to what's been going 
on in the negotiations. 


As far as our discussions have gone, 


the one and only major issue has been 
Taiwan. The message Is explicit: Once 
the U.S. withdraws official recognition of 
Taiwan as a government and recognizes 
it as a part of China, formal relation- 
ships could come the next morning. 


Gently, the word Has been dropped 


here and there to the effect that some 
quiet conversations have been held by 
the Chinese with the younger Chiang, 
who is now running Taiwan. It's typical 
Chinese diplomacy. You can never quote 
anybody, but the thought is put across. 


One final observation: I've said a num- 


ber of times that the Chinese are but 
little interested in what goes on in Amer- 
ica. But they did express a choice in the 
election; at least those who knew about 
it President Nixon. They were careful 
how they put it, but we got the point. 


Chou En-lai phrased it nicely when he 


said that the President's visit had been 
"helpful and constructive" and had 
paved the way for more collaboration. 
He said the Chinese understood Amer- 
ica's problems and that they are, after 
all, a patient people. 
. McGovern is an unknown to the Chi- 
nese. They pronounce it "M'goo-v'n." 
Nixon is easier for them to pronounce. 
They've seen him. The leaders think they 
understand him and are confident they 
can work things out 


They'll even drink a "gambei" to that 


It means "bottoms up."

Dan Walker Joins Percy In '76 Presidential Picture

Inevitably, Gov.-elect Dan Walker al- 


ready is being mentioned as potential 
presidential timber following his bucking 
of the Nixon tide and capture of the Illi- 
nois governor's mansion tor the Demo- 
cratic Party. 


Walker U among four Hlinolsans who 


could figure in the presidential and vice 
presidential sweepstakes of 1978. 


Practically certain to have some de- 


gree of support for the Republican nomi- 
nation for the White House is Sen. 
CharlM II. Percy, despite his dis- 
claimers. 


Democratic Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson III 


Is a not unlikely contender for the vice 
presidential nomination — and perhaps 
even a longshot for presidential consid- 
eration. 


The fourth name from the ranks of nil- 


nolMM U former 13th District congress- 
man Donald Rumsfeld, who may be ele- 
vated from his position of director of 
President Nixon's Cost of Living Council 
to a more visible cabinet post — such as 
secretary of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment — In the coming shakcup of the 
administration. 


W A L K E R ' S VICTORY, achieved 


against the current of the Nixon land- 
slide, cannot be overlooked by Democrat- 
ic kingmakers. 


Nor can the fact that he did It by him- 


self, bypassing formal support not only 
of Mayor Richard J. Daley, but of Demo- 
cratic county chairmen throughout the 
state. 


His prominence as a presidential con- 


tender of course will hinge greatly upon 
his performance as governor and the de- 
gree to which be is projected onto the 
national scene in the next three years — 
but be has the basic Ingredient already, 
the power to get votes. 


While Stevenson Is not widely viewed as 


an active candidate for the presidency, 
he is often mentioned as a likely choice 
for the No. 2 spot on a ticket with Sen. 
Edward Kennedy. More than one dis- 
appointed Democrat has been heard to 
observe during the McGovern debacle 
that the party could have walked away 
with the 1972 election on a Kennedy-Ste- 
venson ticket. 


WHATEVER MIGHT happen to Walk- 


er or Stevenson in regard to the Presi- 
dency obviously Is dependent on the fate 
of Kennedy. If the Democratic nomi- 
nating convention were held today, It 
would probably result In a unanimous 
nomination of the Massachusetts sena- 
tor. But whatever he does, Kennedy can- 
not escape the fact that he became the 
front-runner in tho Democratic race the 
moment the polls closed last Tuesday. 


That is a long time before post time to 


go into the starting gate, and while four 


years might dilute the stigma of Chap- 
paqulddick, many new perils must be 
avoided. 


Should something happen to eliminate 


Kennedy from consideration, Walker and 
Stevenson are sure to be among a pack 
of contenders that certainly will be as 
big as the Democratic field early in this 
election. 


The obstacle presented to Walker and 


Stevenson by Kennedy is parallel to the 
obstacle Percy faces in the presence of 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. With 
conservatives firmly in control of the 
party, Agnew now must be considered 
the most likely choice of the GOP for 
1976. 


THOUGH PERCY denies any concrete 


ambition for the White House, he is less 
than coy in indicating that he would not 
refuse a call to the presidency. He can 
be expected in the next three years to a.)

conservative elements of his party, or b.)

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 31-year old 


man, 
single and live at home with my 


parents. I work five days a week for a 
construction company and have a busi- 
ness of my own on the side. For over a 
year now I have had insomnia. I am 
unable to get a good night's sleep without 
taking a sleeping pill or aspirin or some- 
thing to produce sleep. I don't know of 
anything that has been worrying me. I'm 
the typo that can shake things off easily, 
but It seems that I am always turned on 
at bedtime, tired but just not sleepy. 


I have lost so much sleep that it Is 


beginning to show In my eyes. I look 
tired and I really am tired. Is there any- 
thing you can suggest for a good natural 
sleep without taking a pill? Could there 
bo something physically or mentally 
wrong that I don't know about, such as 
nerves, smoking or other causes? 


I have gone to doctors and they give 


mo a check-up and toll mo not to worry 
about It and give some medication to re- 
lax. One doctor told me about half of tho 
world suffers from insomnia, but I know 
there must be a reason for my sleepless 
nights. 


DEAR READER — There are many 


people who suffer from insomnia. I have 
received many letters from readers talk- 
Ing about what they have done to help 
themselves go to sleep. Perhaps the larg- 
est number of the methods recommended 
involved some form of relaxation. Many 
readers who are religiously Inclined have 
written that they get a great deal of 
benefit out of reading the Bible and 
thinking of spiritual things before they go 
to sleep. Other people are able to go to 
sleep by reading until they ore relaxed 


and go to sleep. Some have a snack be- 
fore bed, which has its problems as far 
as caloric intake is concerned. 


I suppose each person has to find his 


own best sleeping habits and they are 
just that — habits. A person who gets in 
the habit of having difficulty going to 
sleep will continue to have trouble. 


My guess Is that someone who is regu- 


larly employed and has a business on the 
side Is probably an active Individual who 
has enough things to think about that he 
just can't dispense with the day's busi- 
ness and relax enough to get a good 
night's sleep. I would suggest a good ex- 
ercise program sometime earlier in the 
evening, well before the anticipated bed- 
time. Then establish a routine for going 
to sleep, such as a relaxing bath or show- 
er. Then go to bed and read something to 
help you relax for a short time, lay the 
book aside put out the lights and let na- 
ture take its course. Moke It a point not 
to have a habit of rehashing the day's 
events or tomorrow's problems before 
you go to sleep. 


Eliminating stimulating drinks will 


help solve this problem for a lot of 
people. This includes elimination of cof- 
fee, tea and cola drinks. 


In your case, I wonder if your social 


life is getting proper attention. With a 
full-time job and a business on the side, 
that may not leave enough time for 
healthy recreation and developing mean- 
ingful personal relationships in which 
you feel secure.

Helping Aged, Handicapped A Challenge

But for the last eight 
Jears she has been a volunteer at Plum 
prove Nursing Home, where she helped 
organize the Volunteer Service Corps. 
j Recently named Volunteer of the Year 
j)y the American Nursing Home Associ- 
ation, Mrs. Joadwine spends somo six 
tour* a week working with the patients, 
piping with the Bible study and rosary 
groups, and training other volunteers. 
• She terms her work "doing what I 
have to do with my life." 
1 Working with the elderly Is a job that 
^ffers a variety of exciting challenges to 
the imaginative volunteer, as illustrated 
By the program at the Lutheran Home 
lor the Aged in Arlington Heights. 
'; A IlL'STI.E OK activity greeted me the 
morning I visited and volunteers were In- 
jrolved in most of It. Mrs. Winnie Stew- 
art, director of the volunteers, led me on 
i tour of the 217-hed home, where volun- 
teers work with tho elderly residents on 
projects ranging from singing and ox- 
trcising to weaving rugs. Volunteers 
keep the home's library In order, wheel 
Iruit and candy cards around to residents 
ind help them with occupational therapy 
Jnsks. 
• But the newest and most exciting di- 
mension to the volunteer program at the 
borne, according to Mrs. Stewart, Is 
tnaking use of special talents or training 
(hat volunteers may have. The first 
••breakthrough" has been a class for the 
near-deaf in Up-reading. It Is conducted 
by volunteers who either have a back- 
ground In speech pathology or In teach- 
ing, although even that is not entirely 
.Accessary. 
' Mrs. Norman Lovctt of Arlington

makes communication — and thus a reasonably 
normal life — possible for the deaf. 


ducting these classes. She has taught 
briefly before, but her preparation for 
this service was a three-month training 
session given by the Chicago Hearing 
Society. 


NOW SHE WORKS with the hard-ot- 


hearing once a week, teaching them to 
communicate by reading lips. 


"It's amazing how well they are able 


to concentrate and-pick this up," she 
said, adding that most of her "students" 
are at least 75 years old. 


Mrs. Lovctt has been teaching lip-read- 


ing at the Lutheran Home for about a 
year, but had been a volunteer for three 
years before. 


"I wanted to do something more chal- 


lenging," she said, so Mrs. Stewart ar- 
ranged for her to fill this special capa- 
city. 


Besides teaching the residents a valu- 


able skill, lip-reading class has "gotten 
them out of their rooms, given .them a 
chance to meet residents from other 
floors and most Important, has encour- 
aged them to speak out rather than re- 
main silent for fear that they heard 
wrong," Mrs. Lovctt said. 


JUST AS DEAFNESS need not restrict 


a person's ability to communicate, nei- 
ther must blindness. Volunteers can be 
"the eyes of the blind," putting sheaves 


of printed material Into forms the blind 
can use, such as tapes or Braille. 


The Johanna Bureau for the Blind and 


Visually Handicapped "always needs vol- 
unteers" to help with various trans- 
crlbing operations, according to Mrs. Da- 
vid Jackson, director. The agency pro- 
vides both textbooks and general library 
books for Institutions all over the country, 
through the work of volunteers who oper- 
ate large type typewriters, transcribe 
into Braille, record on tapes, run dupli- 
cating machines, collate and bind. • 


Most of the volunteers work at home 


and mail their materials to the Bureau; 
the Bureau employs only six paid staff 


personnel, two full-time and four part- 
time. But it turns out nearly half a mil- 
lion pages of Braille a year, plus tapes 
and large print books. 


BETTY EVANS, who heads the large 


type department, said that many of the 
volunteers hold jobs and do the work for 
the Bureau in the evenings. She said her 
volunteers need to be accurate — not 
speedy — on the typewriter. No other 
qualifications are necessary. Those who 
want to work in Braille are given a 
9-month training session, and volunteers 
for taping submit a voice test for approv- 
al by the Library of Congress. 


"All of us are interested in helping the 


blind," she said, and added that volun- 
teers often get thank-you notes from 
those they have helped, which "makes 
you feel good." 


During the summers. Mrs. Evans said, 


the Bureau has a number of high school- 
age volunteers. The oldest volunteer is 
"in her nineties and we also have every- 
one in between!" 


One of the "in-betweencrs" is Mrs. 


Herbert Cohen of Rolling Meadows, who 
has been offering her sen-ices to the Jo- 
hanna Bureau for 35 years — almost 
since the bureau's founding. 


MRS. COHEN transcribed Braille for 


15 years, until her children grew to the 
stage that precludes concentration. But 
there is always plenty of other work to 
be done, and Mrs. Cohen began going 
into the Bureau to collate and bind books 
that have been transcribed into Braille. 
She also served for several years as 
chairman of the large type department. 


This busy mother also works three 


days a week in a North Chicago office, 
rides horseback and ice skates. She has 
always worked part-time only, because 
"I don't want to give up the volunteer 
work." 


Mrs. Cohen's mother, who is 84, also 


volunteers at the Bureau, running dupli- 
cating machines. Due to the dedication of 
many volunteers like Mrs. Cohen and her 
mother, a whole new world is opened up 
for thousands of people unable to see. 


THE WORK OF the bureau is of spe- 


cial importance to blind young people, 
who in years past have very limited op- 
portunities to acquire an education. Since 
the philosophy of educators, with respect 
to the blind, has shifted from the concept 
of special schools to including them in 
regular public schools, the demand for 
Braille materials and tapes has in- 
creased 
tremendously, Mrs. 
Jackson 


said. The bureau's shelves are lined with 
Braille books on quantum mechanics, 
music, Portuguese, sociology — every 
topic imaginable. 


Volunteer service • accounts for about 


one-third of the Bureau's budget, with 
another third made up through reim- 
bursements for supplies and the rest at- 
tained in contributions. 


Another similar organization Is Record- 


ing For the Blind, Inc., located In Win- 
netka. Also serving the entire nation, 
with headquarters in New York, Record- 
ing For the Blind uses volunteers to tape 
college textbooks. Over 20,000 books are 
available free to blind students from this 
organization. 


According to Mrs. Irvin Richman of 


the Winnetka office, persons with at least 
two years of college are preferred, but 
volunteers need not have "an especially 
mellifluous voice." Tape auditions are 
sent to New York to be judged for "in- 
telligent reading."

Elk Grove Maintains Super 
Image; Blanks Hersey, 9-0

The returns of the Mid-Suburban 


League's Championship Super Bowl in 
election were tabulated within 32 sec- 
onds. 


It was all the time incumbent Elk 


Grave needed to capture a 9-0 "mud- 
slide" triumph in the balloting at Hersey 
Frida) tvight before 5,000 fans. 


The 48-mlnute mud-slinging campaign 


was decided in the first quarter when 
Elk Grove parlayed a spectacular 66- 
yard sideline run by all-state quarter- 
back candidate Jeff Stewart with a safe, 
ty on Hersey's ensuing possession — all 
within a span of 32 seconds. 


The final score Identically reflected 


Elk Grove's 1172 unbeaten record based 
on • solid platform of ruining and de- 
fense. Hersey, winner of the North Divi- 
sion primary, fought the Grenadiers to a 
nearntaUitlcal sUndiUtl. bat couldn't re- 
cover from the early Elk Grove blltx and 
suffered Us first shutout In 27 games. 


The contest was billed as a potential 


high-scoring affair — Elk Grove boasting 
an average of almost 38 points per game * 
and Hersey a mean of over 20-plus. 


But the water-saturated Husky grid- 


iron made fooling, at best, treacherous 
and playing almost hazardous. The ball, 
in fact, was put Into play from a towel 
which protected the leather pigskin from 
the standing moisture between the 20- 
yard lines. 


Hersey, the Mid-Suburban's passing 


power, was quickly discouraged from its 
apparent game plan by the penetrating 
rush of Grenadiers Rich O'Lcary, Keith 
Moore, Tim Hurley, Jeff Steinbock and 
Gory Lundcen. 


And when Husky Junior quarterback 


Mark Zakula did manage to find time to 
slosh In the pocket, he usually found his 


receivers blanked by the coverage of Elk 
Grove linebackers Bob Strelch, Dan Mln- 
cey and Frank Bavaro and deep back 
Stewart, Tony Trlngall and Dan Wead> 
ley. 


The decisive 32-second fireworks began 


with the lighting of the fuse midway 
through the opening period. Following an 
exchange of punts during which the 
teams generally felt each other out, the 
scoring came fast and furious. 


Elk Grove marched to a first down in 


Its initial possession on a 13-yard sweep 
by Stewart that pushed the ball up near 
the SO. However, the unyielding Hersey 
defensive front wall of John Brown, 
Mark Bliz, Bruce Koelling, Larry Fried- 
richs, Scott Robertson and Marty Friel 
refused Grenadier league rushing leader 
Jeff Schroeder the luxury of conquering 
the mid-field stripe on successive car- 
ries. 


Bill Butler planted his foot Into the 


first of seven Grenadier punts, (he punt- 
ed only 15 times in eight games pre- 
viously) and the Huskies took over on 
their own 30. 


As may have been expected from the 


Joe GUwa-coached club, Zakula come out 
throwing, or trying to, anyway. He failed 
to connect with Mark Conard on his first 
attempt, slipped under the rush of Stein- 
bock. Strelch and Dick Radzls for a loss 
of nine the second time and was Stretch's 
personal victim for another three-yard 
sack on hi* third attempt. 


The Elk Grove defensive effort spurred 


the offense (the best rushing contingent 
in MSL history) which took command on 
the Grenadier 34 after Hersey's Mark 
Kleiner boomed a 49-yard punt. 


Stewart, the same masterful magician 


that had paced the Grenadiers to a 7-3 
upset of Hersey in Super Bowl II, didn't 
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hesitate to unveil why he is the only 
quarterback in conference memory to 
chalk up anywhere close to 600 yards 
(629) rushing. 


The 6-3, 180-pound senior belly-faked 


the ball to Schroeder who was imme- 
diately dumped by the keying Hersey de- 
fense. But Stewart still maintained con- 
trol and scooted wide to the sideline. 


The elusive option-executioner never 


broke stride while tight-roping 66 yards 
unmolested Into the end zone for the 
game's only touchdown. Gary Adams 
was perfect on the point-after and the 
game appeared headed for Us bizarre 
scoring expectancy. 


Hersey's Tom Vetta struggled with the 


wet, ensuing kickoff at the Husky 17 
where, once again, Zakula tried to 
syncronlie the passing game. 


The Grove's defensive rush still hadn't 


subsided and as Zakula bought a few 
more precious seconds by retreating on 
first 
down, Grenadiers Strcich and 


Schroeder snowed the scrambling quar- 
terback in the end zone for a safety. 


The scoring was completed at 6:13 of 


the first quarter, but while the zeroes 
kept piling up on the board, the remain- 
der of the contest was far from fruitless. 


Hersey embarked on its longest sus- 


tained drive late in the period and ap- 
peared destined to slash the already un- 
comfortable Elk Grove lead. 


Scott Miesfeldt, Zakula's first success- 


ful bullseye-and Mark Conard, a dan- 
gerous, side-stepping flcetback, produced 
Hersey's initial first down at the Husky 
31. After Zakula sneaked for two, 
Miesfeldt ripped for seven as the first 
quarter ended.

Zakula plunged for another first down 


at the 43 and a Grenadier penalty and 
Miesfeldt's five-yard gainer stationed 
Hersey In Elk Grove territory at the 40. 


The Huskies ran into a fourth and five 


situation at the 35, but early gambling 
paid off as Zakula hit Conard on a 22- 
yard pressure strike at the Gren 12. 


Miesfeldt slanted for five and an off- 


side infraction by the eager Grenadier 
linemen pushed the ball down to the 
three. Hersey's reliable fullback got the 
call on the ensuing play, but Steinbock 
and 
Mlncey were waiting and cut 


Miesfeldt down for a two-yard loss. 


A third-down Zakula pass was slapped 


Incomplete by Stewart, and on fourth and 
three from the five, Conard was denied a 
touchdown on a turning-point, open-field 
tackle by 160-pound Tringall.

dictate their trends this winter. 


It's a task O'Connor has undertaken 


before. "We didn't have anybody taller 
than 6-2 last year either and I don't think 
anybody outrebounded us," he said. 


"We'll play pretty big. And we push a 


lot At least that's what other people say. 
But we play good position." 


Despite height liability, O'Connor 


coached Deerfield to a 14-9 record and 
third place in the Central Suburban last 
winter with a system designed to deflate 
opponents' big men. 


It worked best at last winter's Wheel- 


ing regional. Which, Incidentally, the 
Warriors won. 


"Once we learn to handle the big man, 


then we're not afraid of anybody," 
O'Connor stated. "Wheeling had 6-11 Ro- 
ger Wood last year and they beat us by 
30 some points early in the season. 


"Bat in the regtonals, we beat them by 


four points. That's • net gain of 40 points 
In four-months. And the difference was 
that we knew we could handle Wood. , 


"With the big kid, you have to try and 


make him play the game,". O'Connor 
continued. "Too often, people are scared 
of him and they don't take the ball to 
him. They don't find out whether the big 
kid can play or not 


"That's what happened with Wood. The 


second time, we took It right to him and 


found out he couldn't play," O'Connor 
said. 'We had lots of respect for him, 
but he just wasn't used to having people 
take it to him." 


O'Connor became head coach at 


Deerfield before the 196546 season. He 
won a Central Suburban title the follow- 
ing year. But in 1968, the Warriors 
slumped to last and haven't been back on 
top since. 


Last winter, Deerfield finished 9-5 in 


the CSL, third behind undefeated cham- 
pion Maine South (who else?) and NUes 
West, runnerup at 10-4. 


With Maine South apparently loaded 


again, and other strong entries at New 
Trier West, Niles West and newcomer 
Maine East, it's unlikely that Deerfield 
can reach the top in 1972-73. 


Their only player with appreciable var- 


sity experience Is 6-2 senior forward Bob 
Bell. He was O'Connor's eighth man last 
winter, but didn't play enough to letter. 


All other varsity candidates played JV 


or sophomore basketball last winter. 
Four juniors — led by 6-0 guard-forward 
Curt Andersen — averaged better than 10 
points for the league leading sophomore 
team. 


Aside from Bell, two senior centers 


comprise the only fourth year candidates 
for O'Connor's front line. They are 6-2 
Mark FriUsche and 6-3 Bob Gropler. 


Tallest juniors are Randy Morris and 


Tom Skifflngton, both 6-3. 


The best depth may be at guard where 


seven candidates are listed. Among 
them, is Andersen who at 64, could end 
up at either guard or forward. 


Deerfield has everything to prove this 


winter. They'll make some mistakes in 
the beginning. And they'll lose some ball 
games. 


But if O'Connor's right, and bis "little" 


big kids come through, the Warriors 
could be enough challenge for anybody 
before season's end.
